Retreat of the Spanish Fleet to Cadiz 


Hastens Military Preparations. 


Washington, May 11.—It is hard to 


tell whether the naval officials were 
relieved or disappointed by the news 
that came late yesterday afternoon, 
to both the navy and state depart- 
ments, to the effect that the Spanish 
flying squadron had arrived at Cadiz, 
Spain. The safety of the Oregon from 
attack is now completely assured, and 
the way is clear for military opera- 
tions in Cuba without running the risk 
of having the occupying army's line of 
communication cut off. On the other 
hand, it is believed that no enduring 
peace can be secured until the Spanish 
navy has been destroyed, and it now 
appears that to do this our sailors 
must make up their minds to go after 
the Spaniards, a task very much more 
difficult than that of meeting them 
near our own shores.

At the end of 
seven hours * there 
was 
absolutely 
nothing left of the Spanish fleet but a 
few relics. The American commander 
had most skillfully arranged every de­ 
tail of the action, and even the ap­ 
parently most insignificant features 
were carried out with perfect punctual­ 
ity and in railroad timetable order. 


At the end of the action Commo­ 
dore Dewey anchored his fleet in the 
bay, before Manila, and sent a mes­ 
sage to the governor general, General 
Augusti, announcing the inauguration 
of the blockade, and adding that if a 
shot was fired against his ships he 
would destroy every battery about Ma­ 
nila. 


Not a man on board the American 
fleet was killed, not a ship was dam­ 
aged to any extent, and only six men 
were injured slightly on board the 
Baltimore. 


The American fleet entered Manila 
bay on Saturday night with the great­ 
est of ease. 
The Spaniards had not 
established a patrol, and there were 
no searchlights at the entrance of the 
bay. 


The early hours of the morning re­ 
vealed the opposing ships to 
each 
other, and the Spanish flagship opened 
fire. Her action was followed by some 
of the larger Spanish warships, and 
then the Cavite forts opened up and 
the smaller Spanish vessels brought 
their guns into play. 


The American squadron, which had 
been led into the bay and through the 
channel by the flagship Olympia, did 
not reply, though the shells of the 
Spaniards began to strike the water 
around them, but moved majestically 
onward. 
When nearing Baker bay a 
sudden upheaval of water a short dis­ 
tance ahead of the Olympia showed 
that the Spaniards had exploded a 
mine or a torpedo. This was followed 
by a second and similar explosion. 
They were both utterly unsuccessful. 


The American fleet was then drawing 
nearer and nearer to the Spaniards, 
whose gunnery was very poor, the 
shots from the Cavite batteries and 
from the Spanish ships being equally 
badly aimed, either fallipg short or go­ 
ing wide of the mark. 


Though the Spaniards had opened 
Are at 6,000 yards, the Americans re- | 
served 
their 
fire until within 4,000 
yards of thp enemy, when the r.eal 
battle began. 
. 


The American ships then passed back- i 
wards and forwards six time3 across • 
the front of the Spaniards, pouring in ; 
upon the fatter a perfect hail of shot 
and shell. Every American shot ceem* t 
ed to tell, while almost every Spanish 
shot missed the njark.

fleet and the Spanish batteries, the 
American fleet retired for breakfast, 
and incidentally a council of war was 
held on board the Olympia. 


By this time the Spanish ships were 
in a desperate condition. The flagship 
Reina Christina was riddled with shot 
and shell, one of her steam pipes had 
burst and she was believed to be on 
fire, The Castilla was certainly on 
fire, and soon afterward their condition 
becamo worse and worse, until they 
were eventually burned to the water1» 
edge. 


The battle, which was started at 
ibout ft:30 a. m. and adjourned at 8:30 
) i. m., was resumed about noon, when 
Commodore Dewey started in to put 
the finishing touches of his glorious 
work. There was not much fight left 
In the Spaniards by this time, and 


%t 2 p. m. the Petrel and Concord had 
ihot the Cavite batteries into silence. 


The Spanish gunboats were then 
scuttled, the arsenal was on fire, and 
the explosion of a Spanish magazine 
caused further mortality among the 
defenders of Spain on shore. 


Only the cruiser Baltimore *-ad 
Buffered in any way from the fire of the 
enemy. A shot which struck her ex­ 
ploded some ammunition near one of 
her guns and slightly injured half a 
dozen of the crew.

Admiral Montejo, the 
Spanish commander, transferred his 
flag to the Isla de Cuba when his ship 
caught fire, but the latter was de­ 
stroyed also in due course of time. The 
Reina Christina lost her captain, a 
lieutenant, her chaplain and a mid­ 
shipman by one shot wnich struck her 
bridge. 


Estimates place the number of Span­ 
ish dead and wounded duj^ncr the en­ 
gagement at over a thousand men. 


The forts at the entrance of the bay 
were dismantled on Wednesday, after 
they had capitulated.

THE MARCH ON CUBA. 


R etreat o f the Spanish Fleet to Cadiz 
H astens M ilitary Preparations. 


Washington, May 11.—It is hard to 
tell whether the naval officials were 
relieved or disappointed by the news 
that came late yesterday afternoon, 
to both the navy and state depart­ 
ments, to the effect that the Spanish 
flying squadron had arrived at Cadiz, 
Spain. The safety of the Oregon from 
attack is now completely assured, and 
the way is clear for military opera­ 
tions in Cuba without running the risk 
of having the occupying army's line of 
communication cut off. On the other 
hand, it is believed that no enduring 
peace can be secured until the Spanish 
navy has been destroyed, and it now 
appears that to do this our sailors 
must make up their minds to go after 
the Spaniards, a task very much more 
difficult than that of meeting them 
near our own shores. 


It was suggested by some of the 
members of the war board that there 
was just a possibility that the Spanish 
squadron might make a quick passage 
into the Pacific, through the Suez 
canal, and attack Dewey at Manila, 
It is said that, contrary to the common 
understanding, the Suez canal is open 
to warships of belligerent powers, so 
that If the Spanish choose to take this 
course they would have a long start of 
any pursuing fleet from our side of the 
Atlantic. It is scarcely believed, how­ 
ever, that the Spanish are willing to 
take the great risk of exposing to our 
attack their own home ports. 


Nothing was heard from Admiral 
Sampson yesterday, but there is a con­ 
fident 
expectation 
that 
interesting 
news will be coming from his squad­ 
ron within the next 12 hours. Wheth­ 
er this means any attack on Porto 
Rico or not cannot be learned. 


One effect of the retreat of the Span­ 
ish fleet has been to hasten even more 
the preparations already under full 
headway for the dispatching of mili­ 
tary expeditions to Cuba. It also has 
caused a complete change in the con­ 
centration plans.

RUSHING THE REGULARS SOUTH. 


Six Thousand o f Uncle Sam ’s Troops 
Are H astening Toward Cuba. 


Chickam auga Park, Ga., 
May 11.—

the United States regular provisional 
arm y corps at Chickamauga Park, y es­ 
terday received orders from the war 
department directing him to send all 
the cavalry and infantry troops now in 
camp at «Chickamauga Park, about 6,000 
in all, to the southern coast without 
delay. 


Two regim ents of infantry left for 
Tam pa this morning and two this a f­ 
ternoon for the sam e point. Two regi­ 
m ents of cavalry, also bound for Tam ­ 
pa, are marching from the 
park to 
Kinggold this afternoon, and will take 
the W estern and Atlantic .trains at 
that point. 
The Second cavalry has 
been ordered to Mobile, and they are 
m arching to Rossville to be loaded on 
the Southern at that point. 
The First 
and Tenth cavalry will go to New Or­ 
leans, marching to this city and taking 
the Alabam a Great Southern here this 
afternoon. 


Information w as received at General 
Brooke’s headquarters that the volun­ 
teer arm y will occupy the grounds now 
being vacated by the regulars, and that 
w hile there will not be so many of the 
volunteers here as w as at flrst

pected, a largre number will be mob­ 
ilized here to be held in reserve against 
the time they m ay be needed at the 
front.

DEWEY’S MODEST REPORTS.

The squadron 
in excellent health and spirits. Spanish 
loss not fully known, but very heavy.

All About » Unique Fighter Pow«M0d by 


the United State* Mary. 


Whatever may have been the opio 


ions of naval officers regarding the use 
of the Vesuvius and her guns, and 
notwithstanding that they have ob- 
jected to the use of tHe pneumatic 
guns in sea fights owing to their high 
angle fire, there has never been any 
diffei euce of opinion as to the great 
value of these weapons in bombarding 
and in countermining. 


In the bombardment of Alexandria 


by the English fleet years ago it was 
demonstrated that tue effect of high 
powered guns against forts and for- 
tifications of all kinds was far less de- 
structive than had been anticipated. 
Foreign naval officers who examined 
the forts after the bombardment were 
astonished, and it was said that the 
forts could have been put in a defen- 
sive condition again in a very short 
time and that the English fleet would 
have suffered severely had the forts 
and guns been properly manned by 
expert gunners. 


Captain Goodrich of the United 


States navy made a careful examina- 
tion of the Alexandria defences after 
the bombardment, and declared that 
mortar fire would have been far more 
effective in reducing the forts and in 
driving out the enemy. 


High powered projectiles traveling 


in a flat trajectory may pass com- 
pletely over and far beyond a fort 
before striking. Their mine affect is 
comparatively small, and the damage 
is not widespread. But large charges 
of high explosives landed inside a 
fort would do terrible execution. The 
guns of the Vesuvius can fire three 
different shells. The hundred pound 
charge of guncotton, equivalent to 
about four hundred pounds of powder, 
can be thrown two and one-half miles; 
the two hundred pound charge, equiv- 
alent to eight hundred pounds of 
powder, can be thrown a mile and a 
half, and the five hundred pound 
charge, equal in charge to two thou- 
sand pounds of powder,can be thrown 
about a mile. 


It has been repeatedly demonstrated 


that the gun is remarkably accurate 
and effective if the range is known. 
In a bombardment the range can 
easily be found, and in that case 
shells could be landed inside a tort 
with perfect ease. Four or five of 
them have, in practice, been landed 
within a rectangle of fifty feet. 
The 


effect of snch shells exploding inside a 
fort can be easily imagined. 


In countermining the gun has 


equally important uses. 
The shells 


may be thrown into a harbor and along 
a ship channel, at different distances, 
and being fitted with a delayed action 
fuze, which allows the shell to sink 
some distance before exploding, the 
shock will tentl to destroy the enemy's 
mines and all the electrical connec- 
tions used to fire them. 


Naval officers have admitted that a 


channel could be opened for a fleet in 
this manner at a point defended by 
mines which could not be removed or 
put out of action in any other manner.

A Drouth-Resisting Plant. 


The chief reason -why alfalfa hay 


•will grow in the short-grass country 
is that it has long roots. They have 
been known to strike twenty-five feet 
deep for moisture. The plant will not 
thrive, therefore, in soil that is not 
open and deep. An ideal place for its 
growth is along the river bottoms in 
the western part of Kansas—land un- 
der which great lakes of "sheet water," 
miles upon miles in extent, are found 
from ten to twenty-five feet below the 
surface. 
The roots of alfalfa readily 


push down to the water and drink 
when they need moisture, and the 
result is that the plant blossoms and 
prospers, and becomes a never-failing 
source of revenue to the man who cul- 
tivates it. On the rolling uplands, 
where there is scarcely an average 
rainfall of twenty-five inches a year, 
the plant will live and prodnce hay 
nearly always. It makes good pastur- 
age under ordinary conditions there, 
and is almost certain every year to 
prodnce a fine crop of seed. All the 
uplands are fertile enough, the only 
trouble abont making use of that fer- 
tility being the lack of moisture. Irri- 
gation has not yet succeeded in bring- 
ing water in abnndance to the assist- 
ance of the tiller of the soil in this 
region, and therefore only snch a plant 
can live as has deep roots, and a per- 
tinacity that even the hot winds of 
Kansas cannot shake.—Franklin Mat- 
thews, in Harper's Weekly. 


Queerest Town in England. 


The most curious town in England 


is Norwich. There is not a straight 
street, nor, in fact, a straight house in 
the place; every part of it has the ap- 
peararfce of having suffered from the 
'visitation of an earthquake. Norwich 
is the centre of the salt industry in 
Cheshire, England, on nearly all sides 
of the town are big salt works, with 
their engines pumping hundreds of 
thousands of gallons of brine every 
week. At a depth of some 200 to 300 
feet are immense subterannean lakes 
of brine, and as the contents of these 
are pumped and pumped away, the 
upper crust of earth is correspondingly 
weakened and the result is an occa- 
sional subsidence. These subsidences 
have a "pulling7' effect on the neares 
buildings, and they are drawn all ways 
and give the town an extremely dis- 
sipated appearance.

ble, but where it must be transported 
for any considerable distance it in- 
creases rapidly in value, because ol 
its bulk. 
Experiments are beinf 


made in Great Britain with compressec 
flour, which is put up under snch 
pressure that three pounds can be put 
into the space ordinarily occupied by 
one. 
In this practical age economy 


of space is an important item, and ii 
these experiments prove a success, if 
will be possible to ship to distant 
points and out-of-the-way localities, 
an amount of breadstuff not hitherto 
obtainable 
in such regions.—The

Whatever may have been the opin­ 
ions of naval officers regarding the use 
of the Vesuvius and her guns, and 
notwithstanding that they have ob­ 
jected to the use of the pneumatic 
guns in sea fights owing to their high 
angle fire, there has never beon any 
difference of opinion as to the great 
value of those weapons in bombarding 
and in countermining. 


In the bombardment of Alexandria 
by the English fleet years ago it was 
demonstrated that the effect of high 
powered guns against forts and for­ 
tifications of all kinds was far less de­ 
structive than had been anticipated. 
Foreign naval officers who examined 
the forts after the bombardment were 
astonished, and it was said that tho 
forts could have been put in a defen­ 
sive condition again in a very short 
time and that the English fleet would 
have suffered severely had the forts 
and guns been properly manned by 
expert gunners. 


Captain Goodrich of the United 
States navy made a careful examina­ 
tion of the Alexandria defences after 
the bombardment, and declared that 
mortar fire would have been far more 
effective in reducing the forts and in 
driving out the enemy. 


High powered projectiles traveling 
in a flat trajectory may pass com­ 
pletely over and far beyond a fort 
before striking. 
Their mine affect is 
comparatively small, and the damage 
is not widespread. 
But large charges 
of high explosives landed inside a 
fort would do terrible execution. The 
guns of the Vesuvius can fire three 
different shells. 
The hundred pound 
charge of guncotton, equivalent to 
about four hundred pounds of powfder, 
can be thrown two and one-half miles; 
the two hundred pound charge, equiv­ 
alent to eight hundred pounds of 
powder, can be thrown a mile and a 
half, and the five hundred pound 
charge, equal in charge to two thou­ 
sand pounds of powder,can be thrown 
about a mile. 


It has been repeatedly demonstrated 
that the gun is remarkably accurate 
and effective if the range is known. 
In a bombardment the range can 
easily be found, and in that case 
shells could be landed inside a iort 
with perfect ease. 
Four or five of 
them have, in practice, 
been landed 
within a rectangle of fifty feet. 
The 
effect of such shells exploding inside a 
fort can be easily imagined. 


In countermining 
the gun 
has 
equally important uses. 
The shells 
may be thrown into a harbor and along 
a ship channel, at different distances, 
and being fitted with a delayed action 
fuze, which allows the shell to sink 
some distance before exploding, the 
shock will tend to destroy the enemy’s 
mines and all the electrical connec­ 
tions used to fire them. 


Naval officers have admitted that a 
channel could be opened for a fleet in 
this manner at a point defended by 
mines which could not be removed or 
put out of action in any other manner. 


The guns of the Vesuvius use gun­ 
cotton.—New York Herald.

The chief reason why alfalfa hay 
will grow in the short-grass country 
is that it has long roots. 
They have 
been known to strike twenty-iive feet 
deep for moisture. The plant will not 
thrive, therefore, in soil that is not 
open and deejD. 
An ideal place for its 
growth is along the river bottoms in 
the western part of Kansas—land un­ 
der which great lakes of 1 ‘sheet water, ” 
miles upon miles in extent, are found 
from ten to twenty-five feet below the 
surface. 
The roots of alfalfa readily 
push down to the water and drink 
Avhen they need moisture, and the 
result is that the plant blossoms and 
prospers, and becomes a never-failing 
source of revenue to tho man who cul­ 
tivates it. 
On the rolling uplands, 
where there is scarcely an average 
rainfall of twenty-iive inches a year, 
the plant will live and produce hay 
nearly always. It makes good jwstur- 
age under ordinary conditions there, 
and is almost certain every year to 
produce a fine crop of seed. 
All the 
uplands are fertile enough, the only 
trouble about making use of that fer­ 
tility being the lack of moisture. Irri­ 
gation has not yet succeeded in bring­ 
ing water in abundance to the assist­ 
ance of the tiller of the soil in this 
region, and therefore only such a plant 
can live as has deep roots, and a per­ 
tinacity that even the hot winds of 
Kansas cannot shake.—Franklin Mat­ 
thews, in Harjjer’s Weekly. 


Q u eerest T o w n in E n g la n d . 


The most curious town in England 
is Norwich. 
There is not a straight 
street, nor, in fact,a straight house in 
the place; every part of it has the ap­ 
pearance of having suffered from the 
4visitation of an earthquake. Norwich 
is the centre of the salt industry in 
Cheshire, England, on nearly all sides 
of the town are big salt works, with 
their engines pumping hundreds of 
thousands of gallons of brine every 
week. 
At a depth of some 200 to 300 
feet are immense subterannean Jakes 
of brine, and as the contents of these 
are pumped and pumped away, the 
upper crust of earth is correspondingly 
weakened and the result is an occa­ 
sional subsidence. These subsidences 
have a 4'pulling” effect on the nearest 
buildings,and they are drawn all ways 
and give the town an extremely dis­ 
sipated appearance.

A DEADLY BOOMERANG. 


A NEW YORKER WHO MAKES AND 


THROWS IT WITH PRECISION. 


Be Learned the Secret From the Natives 


of • Australia - The Quality of Wood 
VMM! Has Much to Do With thf^Kx- 
cvllenca of This Very Strange Weapon. 
Civilized people, especially of the 


English speaking races, pride them- 
selves upon their discoveries in elec- 
tricity with which they now operate 
the guns of great ships of war, and 
they point with fear and trembling as 
well as satisfaction to the perfection 
in all sorts of dynamite bombs and 
explosives which they may, on occa- 
sion, use to kill peop'le by the hun- 
dreds; but with all their cleverness, 
says' the Detroit Free Press, they have 
never learned to make what a savage 
can fashion out of a crooked stick. 
It has been stated that there is noth- 
ing made of wood which a Yankee boy 
»cannot copy with the aid of his jack- 
knife, but the man who said tlijM; had 
probably never heard of a boomerang. 


Horace Baker of New York, who 


spent several years in Australia, and 
went "boomerang crazy,'" is said to be 
the first white man who ever made 
boomerangs that would "go," and he 
.learned to make them by almost liv- 
ing with the savages and watching 
them as they sat whittling away at a 
piece of wood with their crude stone 
hatchets and sharp shells. 
', 


Besides those which he has made 


himself, Mr. Baker has the largest 
collection of real Australian black 
man's boomerangs in this country. 
There are almost a hundred of them, 
and a queer lot they are. Some of 
them are haggled as if the savage had 
used his teeth to make them, yet as 
true to the boomerang principle as the 
perfectly carved specimens which dec- 
orate his walls. He keeps them hung 
up in clusters as some men have their 
guns and pistols arranged with a view 
to proud display before their friends. 
A few of these date away back'io the 
time when Captain Cook landed on 
the coast of Australia. 


"Why 'is it so difficult to make a 


boomerang?" said this connoisseur of 
the crooked stick. "Well, because it 
is so delicately balanced that the least 
divergence from the proper angle will 
alter its course in the air and prevent 
the perfect revolution which is neces- 
sary to its flight. 
When correctly 


made, a boomerang should balance ex- 
actly on a knife blade held at its cen- 
tre, if it doesn't balance, some more 
whittling must be done on the heavy 
end. 
That seems easy enough—to 


whittle a piece of curved wood into a 
flat shapje-so that the ends balance ex- 
actly—did if that were all there is to 
it, any lx>y could make one. The hard 
part of it is to cut the edges in .such a 
way that they will strike the air at a 
certain angle in one part of the curve, 
and at another in another part, and so 
on until every line of both edges con- 
tributes to the perfect revolution of 
the weapon. Then, when it is whirled, 
it has, two motions, the rotary one, 
which is a result of its shape, and tne 
forward one, given it in the throwing. 


• It's a pity that the baseball players 
cannot 'get,onto' those black fellows' 
'curves.' 
A pitcher who could doit 


would make* his fortune; 


"The quality'of wood used has a 


great deal to do with the excellence 
of a boomerang. The Australian brave 
.will tramp miles to find a branch of 
the right shape, and a wood of the 
proper density. Gnarled trees are at a 
premium there, and the heaviest wood 
is the best. 
Our lignum vitse corre- 


sponds the nearest to the tree they 
like best. The piece for the boomer- 
ang is.usually cut where a branch 
curves out from the tree trunk, for 
this is the most natural crook in the 
tree's formation. 


"In throwing a boomerang, the sav- 


age holds it by one end over his right 
shoulder, his body turned to the right, 
then without straightening the arm he 
whirls the body back to front position, 
bringing the weapon with the-'arm 
still bent, with it, then suddenly lets 
go, straightening the arm at the elbow 
as he does so. This adds the force of 
the whole -body to the momentum of 
the weapon, instead of depending en- 
tirely upon that of the arm. It will 
go whirling around, keeping straight 
ahead for a certain distance,then grad- 
,ually swerve to the left and at last re- 
* turn to the thrower. 


"When a savage wants to kill or 


disable a kangaroo, he throws it so 
that it will strike the ground at a 
stated distance from him and then be- 
gin turning somersaults until it reaches 
the kangaroo, striking him even then 
with such force as to break a leg or 
kill him, if it strikes on the head. 


"Or suppose he sees a flock of 


ducks swimming about on the river. 
He creeps up softly behind a clump of 
trees, throws his boomerang swirling 
ever the tree tops in a curved line 
which he can calculate as well as a civ- 
ilized gunner sights a straight one, 
and down comes the flying stick among 
the ducks flopping like a live thing, 
and killing or disabling everything 
within reach of its wooden wings. 
It really looks very much like a bird 
in its flight through the air. 


"The savages have many different 


varieties of these weapons. The av- 
erage length is twenty-four or twenty- 
six inches. 
<snch as these are used in 


hunting birds, rabbits and other small 
game, and none of them weighs over j 


three-quarters of a pound. There art 
immense hunting "and war weapon! 
whtoh'are as much M three feat long, 
but they are rarely used, and nobody 
hat sufficient strength to throw them 
so that they will return." 


A FOREST OF STONE. 


Mlfihtleit Stalagmite* In the World - 


Found In a Cavern In France. 


A mighty forest of stone has been 


discovered in the depths of a cave at 
Amaus, in the Department of Lozere, 
Trance, by the explorer, M. Martel, 
who tells marvelous tales of the result 
of his exploration. 
"A virgin forest 


of stalagmites," he calls it. 


M. Martel has long been known as 


a cave hunter, and there is hardly a 
cavern of any note in the iwrld that 
he has not entered. 
Many have been 


discovered by him, and many more 
that have been partially known have, 
for the first time, been threaded by 
him to their innermost recesses, with 
the result of wonderful discoveries, 
but now he boasts of the most wonder- 
ful fijud in his burrowing career. 


F6r ages a deep natural pjt, or 


"aven" as the French call it, has been 
known to exist at Amans, but nothing 
beyond its final apparent lauding, at 
the depth of about six hundred feet, 
has been known until M. Martel en- 
tered it recently and made his startl- 
ing discoveries. 
The plain, unambi- 


tious people living about it had fre- 
quently hurled stones into its depths 
and listened to the dying echoes aa 
they bounded from side to side of the 
rock walls, and now and then some 
spirit more daring than the rest, ac- 
customed to climbing, had descended 
part way into the dark, yawning pit, 
but never far enough to learn what 
was beyond the apparent bottom. 


M. Martel had often heard of the 


Amans pit, but only recently deter- 
mined to explore its depth. 
Having 


provided himself with ropes, from 
hooked and shod staffs, lights and the 
other usual appliances, he began his 
descent amid ominous warnings from 
natives who had gathered to witness 
his temerity. 
Soon the apparent 


bottom was reached, withput any 
startling discoveries being -made, but 
on ascending a number of feet the ex- 
plorer found the entrance of a huge 
sloping hall, which he entered.. 
On 


approaching its further end, he was 
absolutely astonished at the scene 
which under the flickering light of his 
torches presented itself. 
He had be- 


fore seen acres of stalactites and 
stalagmites, but never such a gorgeous 
display of standing and pendent cones 
of alabaster like stone. 


There were the evidences of the 


work of centuries, where slowly flow- 
ing water had been forming fairy 
architecture out of carbonate of lime. 
To the explorer it appeared as though 
he was in a mighty forest of snowy 
pine and palm trees. 
Many of these 


"trees" reach to a height of two hun- 
dred'feet, and nearly meet the parent 
stalactites that are growing from the 
vaulted roof to join them. 
There are 


scores of such giant stalagmites, and 
many more smaller ones, from in- 
finitesimal 
newly 
formed 
cones, 


through all stages of growth that form 
a sliding scale from a single drop to 
the monsters whose tops pierce the 
stalactite roof that can be seen in 
glittering spots under the feeble rays 
of a torch. The scene presented forms 
magnificent cave splendor not known 
to exist elsewhere in the world.—New 
York Herald. 


The Corse of Wolves. 


It was hoped, and seemed to be 


true, that the wolves would follow the 
buffalo into oblivion, but they did not 
do what was expected of them. When 
the game was cleaned out of the West, 
the cattle came in and the wolves de- 
veloped a taste for beef just as the In- 
dian did—perforce. 


The cowmen fought them with rifle, 


trap, dog and poison, but lupus is a 
smart and tenacious animal, gradual- 
ly able to comprehend all these meth- 
ods, and to get out of their way. 


They take the calves first, and ;hen 


the.cows; but a band of wolves can 
pall down the biggest steer. 


The cattle made out to fight the 


smaller coyotes. 
On one big ranch I 


have seen a part of the cows stay 
with the smaller calves, while the 
other half went to water.

DOCS IN HARNESS. 


Employment of Canine* m» Draft Animal* 


In Europe. 


Dog-carts, not the elegant carriages 


known in England and the United 
States by this technical name, but two- 
wheeled vehicles .to which dogs are 
harnessed, are one of the features of 
Brussels, and are to be seen in other 
cities and towns in Belgium, Germany 
aud Holland. Those who have visited 
Belgium's capital will remember how 
often they saw in the streets aud 
market-places of that busy city, carts 
with milk or produce drawn by the 
combined force of women and dogs. 
The dot? is assuredly no nieau com- 
panion. He tugs with might and 
main at his simple harness, not only 
willingly but anxious to do his full 
share. 
He rarely needs the whip to 


call forth his best efforts. 
A word or 


a gesture is sufficient to induce him to 
exert to the utmost his muscular 
power. 


So extensively are dogs employed 


in this way, that our state department 
has been at the pains to gather much 
information about their use as draft 
animals in Holland,Belgium and Ger- 
many. England has a law forbidding 
it, on the ground of the abuses it is 
believed to involve. 
Paris, without 


any such prohibition, though a city 
where the economies of life are studied 
so successfully, makes but little use 
of dogs in the capacity of draft ani- 
uial.-. 


Nowhere in the world, except pos- 


sibly among the Esqnirnos, are so 
many dogs put into the transportation 
business as in Belgium. In Brussels 
and suburbs more than 10,000 of them 
are thus employed. They have driven 
out the donkey altogether. 
They are 


hitched to carts in single, double, 
triple and even quadruple teams, the 
carts weighing from 50 to 150 pounds. 
They are used for all kinds of light 
work, by bakers butchers, washer- 
women, marketmen and others. 
In 


most cities persons are not allowed to 
ride behind them; but the Belgian 
peasant, after he has sold his produce 
and reaches the city limits on his re- 
turn, allows his dog-team to draw him 
home. They do not seem to mind it 
at all that they have a load both ways, 
but trot along at a good speed toward 
home. 


The cart-dog is of no particular 


breed. 
He must be of good size and 


weight, of course, to be able to do 
his work satisfactorily; but nobody 
cares about his pedigree. He is easily 
trained, generally in company with 
an older dog. He is first accustomed 
to harness and then allowed to prac- 
tice at pulling. The harness consists 
of a breast strap, girth and traces, with 
saddles aud tug, if the dog is hitched 
ahead of the cart. The food, in ad- 
dition to the scraps that come from 
the family table, is a kind- of bread 
in which some coarse meat is included, 
milk and vegetables. 
The cost of 


their keep is, of course, very small in- 
deed. 


Dogs quickly fall into the ways of 


business. 
They soon learn where to 


stop and how long, and in the ab- 
sence of their master or mistress de- 
fend the contents of the cart with the 
utmost vigilance and fidelity. They 
often have long hours and hard work, 
and some of them are drawn out of 
shape by hard-pulling; - but they seem 
to like the life, and if left at home 
chained up utter most emphatic pro- 
tests. When the time comes to get 
ready they caper -, about and show, all 
the signs of joy which the most 
leisurely and aristocratic members of 
the canine race evince when the mas- 
ter offers to take them for a run or a 
hunt. 


It is said that a team of dogs will 


take a light cart from Ghent to Brus- 
sels, or back again, a distance of 34 
miles, in three hours, while horses 
require four hours. Their endurance 
is great. They will draw a load ffom 
5 a. m. to 8 p. m., with brief inter- 
vals for rest without extraordinary 
fatigue. From 150 to 200 pounds is 
about the load one dog can comfort- 
ably draw.

If an absolute cure is to be effected, 
obviously the mucous membrane must 
be cleared of inflammatory deposits, 
when the thickening will quickly van- 
ish.—The Ledger.

When fteenrlag Tin*. 


Cake tins and strainers that ar« 


greasy should bo first washed in hot 
soda water and then scoured with a 
soapy flannel dipped into silver sand. 
When the surface is perfectly clean 
rinse in hot water and dry with a clean 
cloth. 
Afterward polish with a little 


dry whiting and finish off with a 
leather. Dish covers will never take 
a good polish unless washed with hot 
soda water aud soap first. For the 
corners and carved part use an old 
plate brush. 


To Prepare So«t. 


To render suet for cooking purpos- 


es, cut it into small pieces while fresh 
and cover with cold water; let stand 
24 hours, changing the water once 
during the time; this removes the 
tallowy taste. Drain well and put the 
pieces into an iron kettle with a 
smooth bottom surface and add half a 
teacupful of milk to each pound of 
suet. 
Let cook very slowly at first 


and moderately throughout ^until the 
fat is clear aud light brown and all 
sound of cooking has ceased. Loosen 
the suet occasionally from the bottom 
of the kettle, but avoid stirring. Let 
stand until partly cold, then pour off 
iuto cups to become cold. This fat is 
as sweet and nice as butter and can 
be used in the place of butter for 
cooking purposes. 
The fat in the 


"scraps" can be pressed out and used 
for frying. 
It is not, of cours», quite 


as nice as the first. When making 
piecrust of suet roll the crust with a 
large, old-fashioned bottle filled with 
warm, 
water. 
For 
mince, apple 


or pumpkin pies, which are warmed 
for the table, suet is a perfect short- 
ening. 
It is very nice for frying 


doughnuts if they are heated before 
being served.—Sarah E. Wilcox, in 
New England Homestead.

Four cupfuls flour equal one quart 


or one pound. 


Two cupfuls solid butter equal one 


pound. 


Two cnpfuls granulated sugar equal 


due pound. 


Two and one-half cupfuls powdered 


sugar equal one pound. 


One pint milk or water equals one 


pound. 


One dozen eggs should weigh 1 1-2 


pounds. 


The following table of proportions 


is also valuable: 


One teaspoonful soda to one cupful 


molasses. 


One teaspoonful soda to one pint 


sour milk. 


Three teaspoonfuls baking powder 


to one quart flour. 


One-half cupful yeast or one-quar- 


ter cake compressed yeast to one pint 
liquid. 


One teaspoonfnl extract to one loaf 


plain cake. 


One teaspoonful salt to two quarts 


flour. 


One teaspoonful salt to one quart 


soup. 


One scant cupful of liquid to three 


full cupfuls of flour for muffins.

The Delicate Mechanism of the 3fo*e 


—What >"m*ml Catarrh I*.

When 
they are cooked, in another saucepan 
pat'two tablespoonfnls of butter, one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley and 
the juice of a lemon; when the butter 
has quite melted throw in the drained 
beans, and lightly toss for a few mo- 
ments. Serve in a border of plain 
boiled rice, when rice is not served 
for luncheon.

THROWS IT WITH PRECISION,

cellence o f This Very Strung« W eapon. 
Civilizod people, especially of the 
English speaking races, pride them­ 
selves upon their discoveries in elec­ 
tricity with which they now operate 
the guns of great ships of war, and 
they point with fear and trembling as 
.well as satisfaction to the perfection 
in all sorts of dynamite bombs and 
explosives which they may, on occa­ 
sion, use to kill peop'lo by the hun­ 
dreds; but with all their cleverness, 
says the Detroit Free Press, they have 
never learned to make what a savage 
can fashion out of a crooked stick. 
It has been stated that there is noth­ 
ing made of wood which a Yankee boy 
•cannot copy with the aid of his jack- 
knife, but the man who said tlifct had 
. probably never heard of a boomeVaug. 


Horace Baker of New York, who 
spent several years in Australia, and 
went “boomerang crazy,** is said to be 
the iirst white man who ever made 
boomeraugs that would Mgo,** and he 
* learned to make them by almost liv­ 
ing with the savages and watching 
them as they sat whittling away at a 
piece of wood "with their crude stone 
hatchets and sharp shells. 
\ 


Besides those which he has made 
himself, Mr. Baker has the largest 
collection of real Australian black 
man’s boomerangs in this country. 
There are almost a hundred of them, 
and a queer lot they are. 
Some of 
them are haggled as if the savage had 
used his teeth to make them, yet as 
true to the boomerang principle as the 
perfectly carved specimens which dec­ 
orate his walls. 
He keeps them hung 
up in flusters as some men have their 
guns and pistols arranged with a view 
to proud display before their frjends. 
A few of these date away back to the 
time when Captain Cook landed on 
the coast of Australia. 


“ Why ‘is it so difficult to make a 
boomerang?” said this connoisseur of 
the crooked stick. 
“ Well, because it 
is so delicately balauced that the least 
divergence from the proper angle will 
alter its course in the air and prevent 
the perfect revolution which is neces­ 
sary to its flight. 
When correctly 
made, a boomerang should balance ex­ 
actly on a knife blade held at its cen­ 
tre. 
if it doesn’t balance, some more 
whittling must be done on the heavy 
end. 
That seems easy enough—to 
whittle a piece of curved wood into a 
flat shape so that the ends balance ex­ 
actly—and if that were ail there is to 
it, any boy could make one. 
The hard 
part of it is to cut the edges in such a 
way that they will strike the air at a 
certain angle in one part of the curve, 
and at another in another part, and so 
on uutil every line of both edges con** 
tributes to the perfect revolution of 
tho weapon. Then, when it is whirled, 
it has, two motions, the rotary one, 
which in a result of its shape, and tne 
forward one, given it in the throwing. 
It'« a pity that the baseball players 
cannot ‘get onto* those black fellows1 
‘curves.’ 
A pitcher who could do it 
would make his fortune. 


“ The quality of wood used has a 
great deal to do with the excellence 
of a boomerang. The Australian brave 
.will tramp miles to find a branch of 
the right shape, and a wood of the 
proper density. Gnarled trees are at a 
premium there, and the heaviest wood 
is the best. 
Our lignum vitoo corre­ 
sponds the nearest to the tree they 
like best. 
The piece for the boomer­ 
ang is usually cut where a branch 
curves out from the tree trunk, for 
this is the most natural crook in the 
tree's formation. 


“ In throwing a boomerang, the sav­ 
age holds it by one end over his right 
shoulder,his body turned to the right, 
then without straightening the arm he 
whirls the body back to front position, 
bringing the weapon with the * arm 
still bent, with it, then suddenly lets 
go, straightening the arm at the elbow 
as he does so. 
This adds the force of 
the whole .body to the momentum of 
the weapon, instead of depending en­ 
tirely upon that of the arm. 
It will 
go whirling around, keeping straight 
aheadfor a certain distance,then grad- 
, ually swerve to the left and at last re­ 
turn to the thrower. 


“ When a savage wants to kill or 
disable a kangaroo, he throws it so 
that it will strike the ground at a 
stated distance from him and then be­ 
gin turning somersaults until it reaches 
the kangaroo, striking him even then 
with such force as to break a leg or 
kill him, if it strikes on the head. 


“ Or suppose he sees a flock of 
ducks swimming about on the river. 
He creeps uj) softly behind a clump of 
trees, throws his boomerang swirling 
over the tree tops in a curved line 
which he can calculate as well as a civ­ 
ilized gunner sights a straight one, 
and down comes the flying stick among 
the ducks flopping like a live thing, 
and killing or disabling everything 
within reach of its wooden wings. 
It really looks very much like a bird 
in its flight through the air.

A FOREST OF STONE* 


M ightiest 
Stalagm ites 
in th e W orld - 
F ound in a Cavern In France. 


A mighty forest of stone has been 
discovered in the depths of a cave at 
Amans, in the Department of Lozere, 
France, by tho explorer, M. Martel, 
who tells marvelous tales of tho result 
of his exploration, 
“A virgin forest 
of stalagmites/* he calls it, 


M. Martel has long been known as 
a cave hunter, and there is hardly a 
cavern of any note in the w^rld that 
he has not entered.

him to their innermost recesses, with 
the result of wonderful discoveries, 
but now he boasts of the most wonder­ 
ful i^nd in his burrowing career. 


F6r ages a deep natural pit, or 
“ aven” as the French call it, has been 
known to exist at Amans, but nothing 
beyond its final apparent landing, at 
tho depth of about six hundred feet, 
has been known until M. Martel en­ 
tered it recently and made his startl­ 
ing discoveries. 
The plain, unambi­ 
tious people living about it had fre­ 
quently hurled stones into its depths 
and listened to the dying echoes as 
they bounded from side to side of the 
rock walls, and now and then some 
spirit more daring than the rest, ac­ 
customed to climbing, had descended 
part way into the dark, yawning pit, 
but never far enough to learn what 
was beyond the apparent bottom. 


M. Martel had often heard of the 
Amans pit, but only recently deter­ 
mined to explore its depth. 
Having 
provided himself with ropes, from 
hooked and shod staffs, lights and the 
other usual appliances, he began his 
descent amid ominous warnings from 
natives who had gathered to witness 
his temerity. 
Soon the apparent 
bottom 
was reached, without any 
startling discoveries being ‘made, but 
on ascending a number of feet the ex­ 
plorer found the entrance of a huge 
sloping hall, which he entered.. 
On 
approaching its further end, he was 
absolutely astonished at the scene 
which under the flickering light of his 
torches presented itself. 
He had be­ 
fore seen acres of stalactites and 
stalagmites,but never such a gorgeous 
display of standing and pendent cones 
of alabaster like stone. 


There were the evidences of the 
work of centuries, where slowly flow­ 
ing water had been forming fairy 
architecture out of earbonato of lime. 
To the explorer it appeared as though 
he was in a mighty forest of snowy 
pine and palm trees. 
Many of these 
“ trees** reach to a height of two hun­ 
dred'feet, and nearly meet the parent 
stalactites that are growing from the 
vaulted roof to join them. 
There are 
scores of such giant stalagmites, and 
many more smaller ones, from in­ 
finitesimal 
newly 
formed 
cones, 
through all stages of growth that form 
a sliding scale from a single drop to 
the monsters whose tops pierce the 
stalactite roof that can be seen in 
glittering spots under the feeble rays 
of a torch. The scene presented forma 
magnificent cave splendor not know’n 
to exist elsewhere in the world.—New 
York Herald.

DOCS IN HARNESS. 


E m ploym ent of Canines as D raft A nim als 


in Europe. 


Dog-carts, not the elegAnt carriages 
known in England and the United 
States by this technical name, but two­ 
wheeled vehicles .to which dogs are 
harnessed, are one of the features of 
Brussels, and are to be seen in other 
cities and towns in Belgium, Germany 
and Holland. Those who have visited 
Belgium’s capital will remember how 
often they saw in the streets aud 
market-places of that busy city, cirrts 
with milk or produce drawn by the 
combined force of women and dogs. 
Tho dog is assuredly no mean com­ 
panion. 
He tugs with might and 
main at his simple harness, not only 
willingly but anxious to do his full 
share. 
He rarely needs tho whip to 
call forth his best efforts. 
A w'ord or 
a gesture is sufficient to induce him to 
exert to the utmost his muscular 
power. 


So extensively are dogs employed 
in this way, that our state department 
has been at the pains to gather much 
information about their use as draft 
animals in Holland,Belgium and Ger­ 
many. 
England has a law forbidding 
it, on the ground of the abuses it is 
believed to involve. 
Paris, without 
any such prohibition, though a city 
where the economies of life are studied 
so successfully, makes but little use 
of dogs in the capacity of draft ani- 
mata. 


Nowhere in the world, except pos­ 
sibly among the Esquimos, are bo 
many dogs put into the transportation 
business as in Belgium. 
In Brussels 
and suburbs more than 10,000 of them 
are thus employed. 
They have driven 
out the donkey altogether. 
They are 
hitched to carts in single, double, 
triple and even quadruple teams, the 
carts weighing from 50 to 150pouuds. 
They are used for all kinds of light 
work, by bakers butchers, washer­ 
women, marketmen and others. 
In 
most cities persons are not allowed to 
ride behind them; but the Belgian 
peasant, after he has sold his produce 
and reaches the city limits on his re­ 
turn, allows his dog-team to draw him 
home. 
They do not seem to mind it 
at all that they have a load both ways, 
but trot along at a good speed toward 
home. 


The cart-dog is of no particular 
breed. 
He must be of good size and 
weight, of course, to be able to do 
his work satisfactorily; but nobody 
cares about his pedigree. He is easily 
trained, generally in company with 
*n older dog. 
He is first accustomed 
to harness and then allowed to prac­ 
tice at pulling. 
The harness consists 
of a breast strap, girth and traces, with 
saddles and tug, if the dog is hitched 
ahead of the cart. 
The food, in ad­ 
dition to the scraps that come from 
the family table, is a kiud^ of bread 
in which some coarse meat is included, 
milk and vegetables. 
The cost of 
their keep is, of course, very small in­ 
deed. 


Dogs quickly fall injp the ways of 
business. 
They soon learn where to 
stop and how long, and in the ab­ 
sence of their master or mistress de­ 
fend the contents of the cart with the 
utmost vigilance and fidelity. 
They 
often have long hours and hard work, 
and some of them are drawn out of 
shape by hard pulling;. but they seem 
to like the life, and if left at home 
chained up utter most emphatic pro­ 
tests. 
When the time comes to get 
ready they caper*, about and show, all 
the signs of joy which tho most 
leisurely and aristocratic members of 
the canine race evince when the mas­ 
ter offers to take them for a run or a 
hunt. 


It is said that a team of dogs will 
take a light cart from Ghent to Brus­ 
sels, or back again, a distance of 34 
miles, in three hours, while horses 
require four hours. 
Their endurance 
is great. 
They will draw a load from 


5 a. m. to 8 p. m., with brief inter­ 
vals for rest without extraordinary 
fatigue. 
From 150 to 200 pounds is 
about the load one dog can comfort­ 
ably draw. 


The value of a dfaft-dog ranges from 
$10 to $20 or more, according to size 
and age and other qualities. 
The 
Fleming seems to thinkvthat if he has 
a dog he has a “pull,” and in conse­ 
quence there are few lazy dogs in Bel­ 
gium. 


AIR WARMED AND STRAINED, 


T he D elicate M echanism of the Nose 
— W h a t Nutial C atarrh Is. 


There is no more prevalent disease 
than catarrh of the npse passages. 
The reason of this is not far to seek. 
It is mainly because the lining mem­ 
brane is subjected to cold air, hot air, 
warm air, dust, and all the evil influ­ 
ences the atmosphere can exert, and 
so after a time beoomes chronically 
inflamed and thickened. 
But is all' 
this a serious matter V To a certain 
extent—yes. 
The chief office, be it 
jfc>ted, of the interior of the nose is 
to strain and warm the air before 
passing iuto the lungs. 
To do this 
work effectually there are situate 
within each nostril three sets of bones 
(covered with mucous membranes), 
which are rolled upon themselves like 
scrolls. 
Through these scrolls it is 
really that tlie air has to pass. 
By 
far more air is thus warmed and 
strained than would otherwise 
be 
possible. 


These bony scrolls are associated 
with the genue of smell, and in some 


animals, such, for example, as the dog, 
they are much more elaborately de* 
veloped than in man, and thus we find 
the sense of smell much keener in tht 
former. 
What is catarrh ? 


An inflammation of a mucous mem* 
brane, accompanied with more or less* 
discharge, is perhaps a good popular 
definition. 
Sometimes the discharge 
is mucous, and whitish or nearly col­ 
orless ; and, again, it is purulent and 
yellowish, and sometimes streaked 
with blood. 
Tho condition known as 
catarrh is one in which the tissues be­ 
come permeated with extraneous cells, 
and in which tho tissue elements them­ 
selves seem to have but one potential 
property, viz., that of dying. 


Catarrh of the nose passages may 
extend along the passages until it has 
produced catarrh of the throat. 
Ca­ 
tarrh of the throat, in turn, it is al­ 
leged, may extend downward till it 
causes bronchial or gastric disease, 
and even in the end consumption. 


The ease with w'hich catarrh may 
frequently be cured renders it all the 
more remarkable that so many should 
be troubled with it so long, for wo 
have known it to last for many years. 
If an absolute cure is to bo effected, 
obviously the mucous membrane must 
be cleared of inflammatory deposits, 
when the thickening will quickly van­ 
ish.—Tho Ledger.

These aristocratic, diminu­ 
tive gentlemen unquestionably are 
today the most popular dogs in the 
wide, wide world, and there are many 
excellent reasons why this should be 
so.

these dogs have proved their sterling 
qualities to tho satisfaction of all con­ 
cerned, aud, they are especially well 
suited to the conditions which govern 
in crowded centres. 


When the big St. Bernard, mastiff, 
Dane or other heavy breed is panting 
in the contracted backyard, howling 
on chain, pining for exercise and 
freedom, the terrier is merely having 
fun, busying himself about the house, 
warning off doubtful intruders and 
generally attending 
to 
everything 
which aj^pears to require supervision. 
Clever, alert and stout-hearted, he 
never relaxes his guard and he fears 
nothing. 
His cleverness, as a rule, is 
a safeguard against his making mis* 
takes regarding the desirability of 
visiting strangers. He seems instinc­ 
tively to recognize persons who are 
not Avanted about the premises, and 
woe to them if their mission be evil 
and their desire a stealthy invasion. 
He protests promptly and vigorously, 
and he will not cease until some one 
of his household has appeared and 
taken charge of the matter.—Outing. 


Rescued T h ro u g h a B ank Note.

“Some years ago the cashier of a Liv­ 
erpool merchantreceived a small Bank 
of England note, which ho held up to 
the light to make sure it was genuine.

Out of curiosity he tried 
to decipher them. 
In a weak solution

W hen Scouring Tins. 


Cake tins and strainers that are 
greasy should bo first wash**! in hot 
soda water and then scoured with a 
soapy flannel dipped into silver sand. 
When the surface is perfectly clean 
rinse iu hot water and dry with a clean 
cloth. 
Afterward polish with a little 
dry whiting and finish off with a 
leather. 
Dish covers will never take 
a good polish unless washed with hot 
soda water and soap first. 
For the 
corners and carved part use an old 
plate brush. *________ 


To P re p a re Suet* 


To render suet for cooking purpos­ 
es, cut it into small pieces while fresh 
and cover with cold water; let stand 
24 hours, changing the wfater once 
during the time; this removes the 
tnllow’y taste. Drain well aud put the 
pieces into an iron kettle with a 
smooth bottom surface and add half a 
teacupful of milk to each pound of 
suet. 
Let cook very slowly at first 
and moderately throughout until the 
fat is clear and light brown and all 
sound of cooking has ceased. Loosen 
the suet occasionally from the bottom 
of the kettle, but avoid stirring. Let 
stand until partly cold, then pour otf 
into cups to become cold. 
This fat is 
as sweet and nice as butter and can 
be used in the place of butter fur 
cooking purposes. 
The fat in the 
“scraps’* can be pressed out and used 
for frying. 
It is not, of course, quite 
us nice as tho first. 
When making 
piecrust of suet roll the crust with a 
large, old-fashioned bottle filled with 
warm 
water. 
For 
mince, apple 
or pumpkin pies, which are warmed 
for the table, suet is a perfect short­ 
ening. 
It is very nice for frying 
doughnuts if they are heatecl before 
being served.—Sarah E. Wilcox, iu 
New England Homestead. 


K itch en Rule*. 


The following measures of capacity 
may be found useful to hang iu the 
kitchen for easy reference, says a 
writer in Good Housekeeping: 


Four even teaspoons of liquid equal 
one even tablespoonful. 


Three even teaspoonfuls of dry ma­ 
terial equal one even tablespoonful. * 


Sixteen tablespoonfuls liquid equal 
one cupful. 


Twelve tablespoonfuls dry material 
equal one cupful. 


Two cupfuls equal one pint. 
Four cupfuls equal one quart. 
Four cupfuls flour equal one quart 
or one pound. 


Two cupfuls solid butter equal one 
pound. 


Tw?o cupfuls granulated sugar equal 
tfne pound. 


Two and one-half cupfuls powdered 
sugar equal one pound. 


One pint milk or water equals one 
pound. 


One dozen eggs should weigh 11-2 
pounds. 


The following table of proportions 
is also valuable: 


One teaspoonful soda to one cupful 
molasses. 


One teaspoonful soda to one pint 
sour milk. 


Three teaspoonfuls baking powder 
to one quart flour. 


One-half cupful yeast or one-quar­ 
ter cake compressed yeast to one pint 
liquid. 


One teaspoonful extract to one loaf 
plain cake. 


One teaspoonful salt to two quarts 
flour. 


One teaspoonful salt to one quart 
soup. 


One scant cupful of liquid to three 
full cupfuls of flour for muffins. 


One scant cupful of liquid to two 
full cupfuls of flour for batters. 


Four peppercorns, four cloves, one 
teaspoonful mixed herbs 
for each 
quart of w’ater for soup stock. 


Recipes. 


“Scalloped” Potatoes—Prepare in 
this proportion: 
Two cups of mashed 
potatoes, two tablespoonfuls of cream 
or milk, and one of melted butter; 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Stir the po­ 
tatoes, butter and cream together, 
adding one raw egg. 
If the potatoes 
seem too moist, beat in a few fine 
bread crumbs. 
Bake in a hot oven 
for ten minutes, taking care to have 
the top a rich brow*n. 


Light Soup—Put a can of peas (re­ 
serving half a cupful), a small onion, 
one bay leaf, a sprig of parsley and 
teaspoonful of black pepper in a small 
stewpan and simmer for half an hour. 
Mash and add three cupfuls of good 
stock and let boil up. 
Strain, add 
one tea*poonful of cornstarch dis­ 
solved in a little cold water, one large 
teaspoonful of butter, and boil for ten 
minutes. 
Add one cupful of rich 
milk, half a cupful of peas, salt to 
taste and serve. 


Fricassee of Beans—Soak over night 
one cup of large dried lima beaus; 
drain, put on the fire in one quart of 
salted (one tablesjjoonful) water aud 
simmer for two hours, or until thor­ 
oughly done, but not broken. 
When 
they are cooked, in another saurejntu 
put two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley and 
the juice of a lemon; when the butter 
has quite melted throw in the drained 
beaus, and lightly toss for a few mo­ 
ments. 
Serve in a border of plain 
boiled rice, when rice is not served 
for luncheon.

When the War Ends. 


Whether the war with Spain is long 


or brief, its close will mark a signal 
change in the position of the United 
Stales among civilized nations. 


This is the fir?t time in our history 


that we have entered into formal con- 
flict with a continental power. 
Al- 


though Spain is a weak and backward 
country, even in comparison with 
Austria and Italy, she is still one of the 
great family of European powers, and 
our victory over her will have a dis- 
turbing effect on the fiuancial and po 
litical relationships of the older work 


Even though we do not send a shi 


or a soldier to Spanish waters, the na 
tions of the Continent will be forcec 
to realize, as they have not realized be 
fore, the tremendous militant resource 
and the latent energy of this Republic 
Electric cables and twenty-two-kno 
steamships have made the world very 
small in these days. 
We shall doubt 


lessly adhear to our fixed policy of po- 
litical isolation and non-interference 
in European affairs, after the last ves- 
tige of Spanish authority has been 
driven from Cuba. 
But this will not 


prevent foreign governments Irom per- 
ceiving that on this side of the Atlantic 
a power of the first class has grown 
up—a giant, who, loving and seeking 
peace, is not afraid to make war when 
right and justice demand il, and whose 
•mandate regarding the concerns of the 
Western Hemisphere is not to be chal- 
lenged lightly. 


Our war with Spain is not likely to 


'make us better loved abroad; but it 
will make our strength respected by 
'Chancelleries whose course proves that 
they respect little else. 
That fact will 


tend to make the Monroe Doctrine 
unassailable. It will increase the se- 
curity of American citizens in every 
quarter of the globe.

How the Hew War Taxes Will Af- 


fect Manufacturers of Cigars 


and Cigarettes. 


A number of cigar and cigarette 


manufacturers have been busy turning 
out an extra large advance product so 
as to be beforehand with che govern- 
ment, and this product was being 
stamped and rushed into the hands of 
jobbers and retailers as rapidly as pos- 
sible; but not until last Saturday was 
the trade informed, that all this ad- 
vance stamping and selling would be 
of no avail—that the extra war tax 
would be levied upon goods io the 
bands of retailers and jobbers just the 
same as though they had never left the 
factory. 


Those who may be disposed to doubt 


the practibility ot such a proceeding 
are reminded that four years ago when 
the internal revenue tax on playing 
cards was raised the collectors followed 
such merchandise and compelled re- 
tailers to make affidavit as to the play- 
ing cards io stock, whereupon stamps 
for the extra duty were supplied to 
them. Something like this will doubt- 
less be done in the matter of collect- 
ing the extra lax on cigars, cigarettes 
and manufactured tobacco.

'or brief, its close will mark a signal 
change in the position of the United 
Stales among civilized nations. 


This is the first time in our history 
that we have entered into formal con* 
flict with a continental power. 
A l­ 
though Spain is a weak and backward 
country, even 
in 
comparison 
with 
Austria and Italy, she is still one of the 
great family of European powers, and 
•our victory over her will have a dis­ 
turbing effect on the financial and po­ 
litical relationships of the older world. 


Even though we do not send a ship 
or a soldier to Spanish waters, the na­ 
tions of the Continent will be forced 
to realize, as they have not realized be­ 
fore, the tremendous militant resources 
and the latent energy of this Republic. 
Electric cables and twenty-two-knot 
steamships have made the world very 
small in these days. 
We shall doubt­ 
lessly adhear to our fixed policy of po­ 
litical isolation and non-interference 
in European affairs, after the last ves­ 
tige of Spanish authority has been 
driven from Cuba. 
But this will not 
prevent foreign governments from per­ 
ceiving that on this side of the Atlantic 
a power of the first class has grown 
up— a giant, who, loving and seeking 
peace, is not afraid to make war when 
right and justice demand it, and whose 
•mandate regarding the concerns of the 
Western Hemisphere is not to be chal­ 
lenged lightly. 


Our war with Spain is not likely to 
-make us better loved abroad ; but it 
will make our strength respected by 
‘Chancelleries whose course proves that 
they respect little else. 
That fact will 
tend to make the Monroe Doctrine 
unassailable. 
It will increase the se- 
•curity of American citizens in every 
^quarter of the globe. 


Honor to the South.

of the Confederacy; both have been 
political opponents of the administra­ 
tion now in power, but no other two 
Americans have been more anxious to 
fight to day for the cause ot their gov­ 
ernment ar.d of the whole republic. 


One of the happy results of this war 
will be the final obliteration of every 
vestige of the sectionalism that out­ 
lasted the war for the Union, and the 
splendid manilestation of a truly na­ 
tional spirit which the South ha; dis 
played, and of its eagerness to sustain 
the government at every point, means 
that a new era of national concord 
and unity has been begun.

PIGEONS FOR WARFARE, 


SERVICE ESTABLISHED TO ASSIST IN 


ISTRATTCIC NJVAL MOVEMENTS. 


The Government Has Decided to U»e the 


Homing Pigeon MB * Hearer of M«»- 
•ng«» Froui Shl|>» »» Sou-Mow Bird* 
Are Trained-Ingenious Pigeon Cotes 
The homing pigeon will play, here- 


after, an important part in tke naval 
affairs of this nation, Upon the en- 
durance of tkis bird, its speed and ac- 
curacy, -vill depend the victory or de- 
feat of the great strategic movements 
at sea, and, what in scarcely of less 
importance, the people on shore must 
rely on the pigeon to bring news of 
the approach of the enemy's fleet, and 
theiesult of some great sea fight. 
Tkere are at present, according to the 
Philadelphia Times, six pigeon sta- 
tions along the coast, being situated 
iu the principal navy yards—Ports- 
mouth, N. H.; Boston, Mass., New- 
port, R. I., Brooklyn, N. T., Norfolk, 
Va., Key West, Flft , and Mare Island, 
Cal. 


The pigeon cotes are twelve by 


twelve feet iu size, two stories high 
and painted with red and white stiipes 
to make them conspicuous from a long 
distance. The lower story is used for 
breeders only, witk a large aviary at- 
tacked for their use during tke warm 
•weather; the upper story is fitted up 
with nesting boxes, drinking fountain, 
feeding koppers and the trap, where 
the youngsters are given tkeir first 
lesson wken they are a month old, 
which consists of a series of drills to 
accustom them to passing tkrougli tke 
bob wires in tke trap in the cote. 
, These bob wires are tkick wires sus- 
pended from a korizontal bar in the 
top of the trap, and serve as a grating 
for it, and are so arranged that when a 
bird kas once passed the bobs with a 
message it cannot escape until tke 
pel sou in charge, removes tke message 
and lets tke bird into the cote. It is 
extremely important in the training of 
pigeons for use in the navy that tke 
birds should learn to enter tke trap 
immediately upon tkeir arrival witk 
an important dispatck, pusking tke 
wires aside readily in order to enter 
the trap, the wires falling back into 
place immediately upon the bird's en- 
trance. Until the bird masters this 
lesson it is useless as a messenger, as 
much valuable time would be lost in 
ecuring the message attacked to tke 
jird, unless it immediately enters the 
cage, where a sailor is waiting to re- 
ie've it of its ckarge. 


Tke next series of drills are intend- 


ed to develop tke pigeons' staying 
powers in the air, to strengthen tkeir 


and to enable them to fly long 


can be transmitted by means of relay* 
of carrier pigeons around the United 
States until it arrives at the northeast 
coast of Maine. 
The state of New Tork was the first 


to co-operate with the government in 
this work, having recently established 
a cote on board the t United States 
steamship New Hampshire, at the foot 
of 23d street, East river, New Tork, 
where there are at present twelve 
pairs of breeders, presented by the 
navy department from the cote at the 
Brooklyn navy yard; also another at

How to Climb Stair*. 


A physician wko declares that but 


very few people know how to walk up 
stairs properly gives these instruc- 
tions: Usually a person will tread on 
the ball of his foot in taking each 
step. Tkis is very tiresome and wear- 
ing on tke muscles, as it throws the 
entire suspended weight of the body 
on the muscles of tke leg and feet. 
You should, in walking or climbing 
stairs, seek for tke most equal distri- 
bution of the body's weight possible. 
In walking up stairs your feet should 
be placed squarely down dn tke step, 
keel and all, and then tke work should 
be performed slowly and deliberately. 
In tkis way tkere is no strain upon 
any particular muscle, but eack one is 
doing its duty in a natural manner. 
Tke man wko goes up stairs witk a 
spring, you may be sure is no pkiloso- 
pker, or, at least, kis reasoning has 
not been directed to that subject. The 
doctor might have gone a little farther 
in the same line and protested against 
the habit which many persons have of 
bending over half double when they 
ascend a flight of stairs. In exertion 
of this kind, when the heart is natu- 
rally excited to more rapid action, it is 
desirable that the lungs should have 
full play. But the crouching position 
interferes with their action, tke blood 
is imperfectly aerated, and there is 
trouble right away.

PIGEONS FOE WARFAKE. 


SERVICE ESTABLISHED TO ASSIST IN 
iSTRATFCïC N/WAL MOVEMENTS. 


Tho G overnm ent Hits D crld rd to Uso the 
H om ing IMgeon as a BeHroi* of Mea- 
ftngos F rom Ships at Simi- H ow nirds 
Are T rained — Ingenious Pigeon Cotes 
The homing jiigeon will play, here­ 
after, an important part in the naval 
affairs of this nation, 
Upon tho en­ 
durance of this bird, its speed and ac­ 
curacy, will depend the victory or do- 
feat of tho great strategic movements 
at sea, and, what i* scarcely of less 
importance, the people on shore must 
rely on the pigeon to bring news of 
the approach of tho enemy’s fleet, and 
the result of som« great sea fight. 
There are at present, according to the 
Philadelphia Times, six pigeon sta­ 
tions along the coast, being situated 
in the principal navy yards—Ports­ 
mouth, N. H.; Boston, Mass., New­ 
port, B. I., Brooklyn, N. Y., Norfolk, 
Va., Key West, Fla , and Mare Island, 
Cal. 


The pigeon cotes are twelve by 
twolve feet in size, two stories high 
and painted with red and white stripes 
to make them conspicuous from a long 
distance. 
The lower story is used for 
breeders only, with a largo aviary at­ 
tached for their use during the warm 
weather; the upper story is fitted up 
with nesting boxes, drinking fountain, 
feeding hoppers and the trap, where 
tho youngsters are given their first 
lesson when they are a month old, 
which consists of a series of drills to 
accustom them to passing through the 
bob wires in the trap in the cote. 


These bob wires are thick wires sus­ 
pended from a horizontal bar in the 
top of the trap, and serve as a grating 
for it, and are so arranged that when a 
bird has once passed the bobs with a 
message it cannot escape until the 
person in charge removes the message 
and lets the bird into the cote. 
It is 
extremely important in the training of 
pigeons for use in the navy that the 
birds should learn to enter the trap 
immediately upon their arrival w’ith 
an important dispatch, pushing the 
wires aside readily in order to enter 
tho trap, the wires falling back into 
place immediately upon the bird’s en­ 
trance. 
Until the bird masters this 
lesson it is useless as a messenger, as 
much valuable time would be lost in 
securing the message attached to the 
bird, unless it immediately enters the 
cage, where a sailor is waiting to re­ 
lieve it of its charge. 


The next series of drills are intend­ 
ed to develop the pigeons’ staying 
powers in the air, to strengthen their 
wings and to enable them to fly long 
distances without being overcome by 
exhaustion. 
This is done by means 
of a white flag attached to a long pole. 
By fluttering tnis among the birds 
they are startled into a circling flight 
about the cote, which is kept up as 
long as the trainer sees fit. 
For two 
months the birds are drilled every 
morning in this manner. 
At the end 
of that time they are given their first 
“fly.” 
The first journey is to a 
point several miles from the cote in a 
closed basket, where the birds aro lib­ 
erated. 
This 
successfully 
accom­ 
plished, the distance is increased each 
flight. 
Whenever flown, a message, 
secured in an 
aluminum 
capsule, 
weighing eight grains, is attached to. 
each bird's leg, and is secured imme­ 
diately upon its arrival at the cote. 


After a course of training for two 
months, with an average of two flights 
per week up to 50 miles, they are put 
aboard ships in wicker baskets hold­ 
ing one dozen birds each, and liber­ 
ated at sea at a greater distance than 
they had been tossed previously. 
It 
is a rule that the pigeons for use in 
the navy must, in training, be flown 
constantly over water in order to ac­ 
custom them to it. 
The cotes are so 
arranged that when a pigeon returns 
it walks on a small treadle, thereby 
pressing a button which rings an elec­ 
tric bell in the library of the receiv- 
• 
i' 
ing ships at the respective stations, 
thus announcing its arrival to the per­ 
sons in charge of the cote, 


The fact that the government has at 
last been induced to make use of the 
pigeon as a message bearer from ships 
at sea is attributed to the success of 
the cote at Annapolis, Md. 
In these 
experimental flights the best long-dis­ 
tance toss was made by a pigeon which 
was released from the United States 
steamship Monongahela, when 102 
miles off Cape Henry, or about 250 
miles from the home loft. 
The pigeon 
was out over night, and it had about 
twelve hours of daylight from the 
time of its liberation till its arrival at 
the home loft, thus making ah average 
of about 20 miles per hour for the 250 
miles. 
In the swiftest flight the pi­ 
geon was liberated at Norfolk,Va.,and 
arrived at the home loft three and 
three-quarters hours later, thus mak­ 
ing an average of 40 miles an hour for 
the 150 miles. 


The naval militia of the various 
states along the coast are to establish 
pigeon lofts to co-operate with the 
government for naval defense. 


The navy department has decided 
to establish a homing pigeon seryice 
in connection with the lighthouse sta­ 
tions along the Atlantic, Gulf and Pa­ 
cific coasts, the radii of the flights to 
intersect one another, so as to form a 
complete circuit arouud the coast, by 
which a 
starting at Alaska 


can be transmitted by means of relays 
of carrier pigeons around the United 
States until it arrivos at the northeast 
coast of Maine. 


The state of New York was the first 
to co-operate with the government in 
this work, having recently established 
a cote on board the t United States 
steamship Now Hampshire, at the foot 
of 23d street, East river, New York, 
where there are at present twelve 
pairs of breeders, presented by the 
navy department from the cote at the 
Brooklyn navy yard; also another at 
Buflalo, N. Y. 
This will cause a spirit 
of rivalry of flying these birds be­ 
tween the naval militia and the naval 
lofts in the nearest navy yard, and 
the naval militia will not rest until 
fhey have broken some of Uncle Sam’s 
oea records. 


H ow to Climb Stair*. 


A physician who declares that but 
very few people know how to walk up 
stairs properly gives these instruc­ 
tions: Usually a person will tread on 
the ball of his foot in taking each 
step. This is very tiresome and wear­ 
ing on tho muscles, as it throws the 
entire suspended weight of the body 
on the muscles of the leg and feet. 
You should, in walking or climbing 
stairs, seek for the most equal distri­ 
bution of the body’s weight possible. 
In walking up stairs your feet should 
be placed squarely down on the step, 
heel and all, and then the w’ork should 
be performed slowly and deliberately. 
In this way there is no strain upon 
any ¡^articular muscle, but each one is 
doing its duty in a natural manner. 
The mau w’ho goes up stairs with a 
spring, you may be sure i3 no philoso­ 
pher, or, at least, his reasoning has 
not been directed to that subject. The 
doctor might have gone a little farther 
in the same line and protested against 
the habit which many persons have of 
bending over half double when they 
ascend a flight of stairs. 
In exertion 
of this kind, when the heart is natu­ 
rally excited to more rapid action, it is 
desirable that the lungs should have 
full play. 
But the crouching position 
interferes with their action, the blood 
is imperfectly aerated, and there is 
trouble right away. 
Give the lungs a 
chance to do their work everywhere 
and at all times. —Good Housekeeping. 


H ow th e H u m b le Cabbugo W ill lie Glori­ 
fied. 


Professor L. H. Bailey of Cornell 
university has been asked to go to 
Finland to conduct a series of experi­ 
ments in electrical plant-growing, in 
conjunction with Professor Lemstrom 
of the University of Helsingfors. The 
experiments to be ‘carried on have 
nothing to do with the electric light 
or the 
running of 
electric wires 
-through the soil for the purpose of 
forcing the growth of plants by direct 
current stimulation. 
They aro to be 
based on some pertinent observations 
made by Lemstrom, of the effect of 
the aurora borealis on the plant growth 
of the North. 


It is a well known fact that the 
plants of the North arrive at maturity 
at a much shorter period of time than 
those plants which are grown further 
south. 
It is necessary that these 
plants should arrive at maturity very 
quickly, inasmuch as 
the summer 
#season in the North is very brief, and 
it has always been looked upon as a 
wise provision of Providence that 
plants were enabled to accomplish 
their business in life in so short a 
space of time. 
Professor Lemstrom, 
however, casting aside the jjroviden- 
tial idea states that the rapid growth 
of plauts in the far North is due 
directly to the light of the aurora 
borealis.—New York Journal.

ITALY'S 


State of Siege Proclaimed in Many 


Cities and Towns. 


HEAELY A THOUSAND ZILLBD- 


Rome, May 11.—A state of siege has 


been proclaimed In the province of 
Florence and at Llvourno, Pisa, Sinea, 
Massa and Grosseto, and also in the 
town of SpezJtl, the naval port of 
Bpezzia being excepted from the decree. 


At Messina a crowd of women and 


children proceeded to the town hall, 
demanding food. They were dispersed 
toy the police and the crowd then began 
breaking street lamps and tried to 
sack a provision store. The proprietor 
shot one of the rioters, which increased 
the disturbance. Troops are now oc- 
cupying the town. 


The rioting at Naples yesterday was 


widespread. 
It was started by big 


bands of students, armed with sticks 
and revolvers, who operated in vari- 
ous quarters. They were soon joined 
by others, and stone throwing became 
general. The police frequently charged 
and dispersed the rioters, who, how- 
ever, reformed and overturned horse 
cars, with which they attempted to 
build barricades in several streets. But 
they were unable to withstand the 
charges of the cavalry. 
The rioters 


made several attacks upon the sol- 
diers, using stones and revolvers, and 
the troops fired, killing or wounding a 
number of the rioters. A number of 
trees and electric light poles in the 
streets were felled and several guard- 
houses were burned, by the rioters. 
Disturbances are reported from vari- 
ous points in the province of Naples. 


Advices received from Milan give de- 


tails of the arrest of 200 rioters in a 
monastery there. It appears that the 
Students from Pavia, who joined in tho 
disturbances, entrenched themselves in 
the Capuchin monastery, and while a 
detachment of troops was passing fired 
upon them. The military authorities 
sent two field guns to the scene, opened 
fire on the monastery, made a breach 
In its walls and entered the building, 
but the students 
escaped. 
All the 


monks were arrested, and they will be 
imprisoned previously to being dis- 
tributed among the other monasteries 
of the order. For the present the 
monks will be held at the disposal of 
the military authorities. 


The workmen of Creva, near Luinor 
numbering several thousand, struck 
•work yesterday and a fight occurred 
•with the customs officers. The Duke 
and 'Duchess of Saxe-Meiningen, who 
were attacked by brigands outside of 
Borne a.-couple of years ago, were driv- 
ing through LiUino when they found 
themselves between the rioters and the 
Customs officers as the latter fired a 
•^plley. The duke and duchess -were not 
hurt, but a. dozen of the rioters fell. 
The ducal party returned here at a gal- 
lop.The riotous demonstrations at Lnino 
began on Sunday. The mob leaders 
demanded a reduction in the price of 
bread, which the local authorities con- 
qeded. Yesterday the rioters attacked 
•the carabineers in their barracks, an-1 
also attacked the prison. The police 
fired on the mob, killing several per- 
fjons and wounding a number of others. 


The premier, the Marquis di Rudini, 


has sent a circular to the authorities 
of Milan, Naples and other affected 
districts, and to the commanders of 
the army corps, declaring that though 
the agitation may be spreading it is 
less intense, also pointing out that th* 
tranquility of Piedmont, Sicily and 
Sardinia is a factor of the highest im- 
portance "in discouraging the agitators 
of disorders and encouraging those 
•who are wishing to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the fatherland." 


Continuing the premier urges the of- 


ficials not to harbor exaggerated fears 
and to avoid constant demands for 
troops, as, if the whole army is needed. 
If would put the country in a state of 
war, 
In conclusion the premier says

ITALY’S BLOODY 


State of Siege Proclaimed in Many 
Cities and Towns. 


NEARLY A THOUSAND SILLED. 


Ilomr, M ay 11*—A state of siege has 
been proclaimed In 
the province 
of 
Florence and at LJvourno, Pisa, Sinea, 
M assa and Grosseto, and also In the 
tow n of Spozxl, the 
naval 
port of 
SpesKia being excepted from the decree. 


At M essina a crowd of women and 
children proceeded to the tow n hall, 
dem anding food. 
They were dispersed 
by the police and the crowd then began 
breaking street lam ps and 
tried to 
B ack a provision store. 
The proprietor 
«hot one of the rioters, which increased 
the disturbance. 
Troops are now oc­ 
cupying the town. 


The rioting at N aples yesterday w a s 
widespread. 
It w as started by big 
bands of students, armed w ith sticks 
srid revolvers, who operated in v a ri­ 
ous quarters. 
They were soon joined 
by others, and stone throw ing becam e 
general. 
The police frequently charged 
and dispersed the rioters, who, h o w ­ 
ever, reformed and overturned horse 
cars, w ith which they attem pted to 
build barricades in several streets. B ut 
th e y were unable 
to w ithstand 
the 
charges of the cavalry. 
The 
rioters 
m ade several attacks upon the sol­ 
diers, using stones and revolvers, and 
the troops fired, killing or wounding a 
number of the rioters. 
A num ber of 
trees and electric light poles in the 
streets were felled and several guard­ 
houses 
were b u rn ed , b y the 
rioters. 
D isturbances are reported from vari­ 
ous points in the province of Naples. 


A dvices received from Milan give de­ 
tails of the arrest of 200 rioters in a 
m onastery there. 
It appears that the 
students from P avia, who joined in the 
disturbances, entrenched them selves in 
the Capuchin m onastery, and while a 
detachm ent of troops w as passing flred 
upon them. 
The m ilitary authorities 
sent two field guns to the scene, opened 
fire on the m onastery, made a breach 
in its w alls and entered the building, 
but the 
students 
escaped. 
All the 
m onks were arrested, and they w ill be 
im prisoned

Dewey's 
Marvelous 
Victory 
Over the Spaniards. 


SIX AMEEIOANS WOUNDED. 


While 
the 
Spaniards 
Lost 
3 0 0 


Killed and F o u r t e e n Ships. 


Hong Kong, May 9.—Among naval 
men, military men and civilians, Eu- 
ropeans and natives here there is only 
one subject of discussion, the brilliant, 
dashing, annihilating victory of the 
American 
fleet 
under 
Commodore 
Dewey over the 
Spanish fleet com- 
manded by Admiral Montejo in Ma- 
nila bay on May day. 


Commodore Dewey's orders were to 
capture or destroy the Spanish 
fleet/ 
and never were instructions executed 
in so compjtoie fashion. At the end of 
seven hours -there 
was 
absolutely 
nothing left of the Spanish fleet but a 
few relics. 
The American commander 
had most skillfully arranged every de- 
tail of the action, and even the ap- 
parently most insignificant 
features 
were carried out with perfect punctual- 
ity and in railroad timetable order. 


At the end of the action Commo- 
dore Dewey anchored his fleet in the 
bay, before Manila, and sent a mes- 
sage to the governor general, General 
Augustl, announcing the Inauguration 
of the blockade, and adding thai if a 
shot was fired against his ships he 
would destroy every battery about Ma- 
nila. 


Not a man on board the American 
fleet was killed, not a ship was dam- 
aged to any extent, and only six men 
were injured 
slightly on board the 
Baltimore. 


The American fleet entered Manila 
bay on Saturday night with the great- 
est of ease. 
The Spaniards had not 
established a patrol, and there were 
no searchlights at the entrance of the 
bay. 


The early hours of the morning re- 
vealed the opposing 
ships to 
each 
other, and the Spanish flagship opened 
flre. Her action was followed by some 
of the larger Spanish warships, and 
then the Cavité forts opened up and 
the smalleç Spanish vessels brought 
their guns into play. 


The American squadron, which had 
been led Into the bay and through the 
channel by the flagship Olympia, did 
not reply, though the shells of the 
Spaniards began to strike the water 
around them, but moved majestically 
onward. 
When nearlng Baker bay a 
sudden upheaval of water a short dis- 
tance ahead of the Olympia showed 
that the Spaniards had exploded a 
mine or a torpedo. 
This was followed 
by a second and 
similar 
explosion. 
They were both utterly unsuccessful. 


The American fleet was then drawing 
nearer and nearer to the Spaniards, 
whose gunnery was very poor, the 
shots from the Cavlte batteries and 
from the Spanish ships being equally 
badly aimed, either falllpg short or go- 
ing wide of the mark. 


Though the Spaniards had opened ' 
fire at 6.000 yards, the Americans re- i 
served 
their 
fire until within 4,000 
yards of the enemy, when the real 
battle began. 


The American ships then passed back- 
wards and forwards six times across 
the front of the Spaniards, pouring in ' 
upon the Jatter a perfect hail of shot 
and shell, 
Every American shot seem- | 
ed to tell, while QtlmosV every Spanish 
shot missed the nterk.

fleet and the Spanish batteries, the 
American fleet retired for breakfast, 
and incidentally a council of war was 
held on board the Olympia. 


By this time the Spanish ships were 
in a desperate condition. 
The flagship 
Reina Christina was riddled with shot 
and shell, one of her steam pipes had 
burst and she was believed to be on 
fire. The Castilla was certainly on 
fire, and soon afterward their condition 
became worse and worse, until they 
were eventually burned to the water's 
edge. 


The battle, which 
was started 
at 
ibout R:30 a, m, and adjourned at 8:30 
' a. m,. was resumed about noon, when 
Commodore Dewey started in to put 
the finishing touches of his glorious 
work. 
There was not much fight left 
In the Spaniards by this time, and 
%i 2 p. m. the Petrel and Concord had 
ihot the Cavite batteries into silence- 


The Spanish gunboats 
were 
then 
scuttled, the arsenal was on fire, and 
the explosion of a Spanish magazine 
caused further mortality among the 
flefenders of Spain on shore.

*.ad 
Buffered in any way from the fire of the 
enemy. A shot which struck her ex- 
ploded some ammunition n ^ r one of 
her guns and slightly Injured half a 
dozen of the 
crew.

On the other hand, about 150 men 
are isaid to have been killed on board 
the Spanish flagship, which was to- 
tally destroyed. Admiral Montejo, the 
Spanish commander, transferred 
his 
flag to the Isla de Cuba when his ship 
caught fire, but the 
latter was de- 
stroyed also in due course of time. The 
Reina Christina lost her captain, a 
lieutenant, her chaplain and a mid- 
shipman by one shot wnich »truçk her 
bridge. 


Estimates place the numl^r of Span- 
ish dead and wounded dui^lJWT the en- 
gagement at over a thousand men. 


The forts at the entrance of the bay 
were dismantled on Wednesday, after 
they had capitulated.

Retreat of the Spanish Fleet to Cadiz 
Hastens Military Proparatlons. 


Washington, May l l . ~ I t is hard to 
tell whether the naval officials were 
relieved or disappointed by the news 
that came late yesterday afternoon, 
to both the 
navy and state 
depart- 
ments, to the effect that the Spanish 
flying squadron had arrived at Cadiz, 
Spain. 
The safety of the Oregon from 
attack Is now completely assured, and 
the way is clear for military opera- 
tions In Cuba without running the risk 
of having the occupying army's line of 
communication cut off. On the other 
hand, it is believed that no enduring 
peace can be secured until the Spanish 
navy has been destroyed, and it now 
appears that to do this our 
sailors 
must make up their minds to go after 
the Spaniards, a task very much more 
dlfilcult than that of meeting them 
near our own shores. 


It wag suggested by some of 
the 
members of the war board that there 
was just a possibility that the Spanish 
squadron might make a quick passage 
into 
the 
Pacific, through the 
Suez 
canal, and attack Dewey at Manila. 
It is said that, contrary to the common 
understanding, the Suez canal is open 
to warships of belligerent powers, so 
that If the Spanish choose to take this 
course they would have a long start of 
any pursuing fleet from our side of the 
Atlantic. 
It Is scarcely believed, how- 
ever, that the Spanish are willing to 
take the great risk of exposing to our 
attack their own home ports.

In all, to the southern coast without 
delay. 


Two regriments of infantry left for 
Tampa this morning and two this af- 
ternoon for the same point. Two regi- 
ments of cavalry, also bound for Tam- 
pa, are marchIng from the 
park to 
Ringgold this afternoon, and will take 
the Western and Atlantic .trains 
at 
that point. 
The Second cavalry has 
been ordered to Mobile, and they are 
marching to RossviUe to be loaded on 
the Southern at that point. The First 
and Tenth cavalry will go to New Or- 
leans, marching to this city and taking 
the Alabama Great Southern here this 
afternoon. 


Information was received at General 
Brooke's headquarters that the volun- 
teer army will occupy the grounds now 
being vacated by the regulars, and that 
while there will not be so many of the 
volunteers here as was at 
first 
ex- 
pected, a larffe number will be mob- 
ilized here to be held in reserve against 
the time they may be needed at the 
front. 


In reply to a question Adjutant Gen- 
eral Sheridan stated that before Frl- 
tay night all the regular troop» will 
lave been moved south.

Washington. May O.—The official re- 
ports of Commodore Dewey, modest In 
their brevity, were received by Secretary 
Long on Saturday.

xAVManUa» May 1.—The squadron ar- 
rived at Manila at daybreak this morn- 
ing. Immediately engaged the enemy 
and destroyed the following Spanish 
vessels: Reina Gristina, Castilla Ulloa, 
Isla de Cuba. General Lozo, the Duero, 
Correo, Velasco, Mindanao, one trans- 
port and the water battery at Cavite.

VESUVIUS. DYNAMITER, 


All About » TJiitque Fljrtttcr PoaieiiBcd hf 
the Viiltpcl States Nnry, 


Whatever may have been the opin- 
ions of naval officers regarding tho use 
of the Vesuvius and her guns, and 
notwithstanding that they have ob- 
jected to the use of ttie i:>noumatio 
guns in sea fights owing to their high 
angle fire, there has never been any 
diiFerence of opinion as to the great 
value of those weapons in bombarding 
and iu countermining. 


In the bombardment of Alexandria 
by the !English fleet years ago it was 
demonstrated that the effect of high 
l^owered guns against forts and for- 
tifications of all kinds was far less de- 
structive than had been anticipated. 
Foreign naval officers who examined 
the forts after the bombardment were 
astonished, and it Avas said that tho 
forts could have been put in a defen- 
sive condition again in a very short 
time and that the English fleet would 
have suffered severely had the forts 
and guns been properly manned by 
expert gunners. 


Captain Goodrich of the United 
States navy made a careful examina- 
tion of the Alexandria defences after 
the bombardment, and declared that 
mortar fire would have been far more 
effective in reducing the forts and iu 
driving out the enemy. 


High powered projectiles traveling 
in a flat trajectory may pass com- 
pletely over and far beyond a fort 
before striking. 
Their mine affect is 
comparatively small, and the damage 
is not widespread. 
But large charges 
of high explosives landed inside a 
fort would do terrible execution. The 
guns of the Vesuvius can fire three 
different shells. 
The hundred pound 
charge of guncotton, 
equivalent to 
about four hundred pounds of powder, 
can be thrown two and one-half miles; 
the two hundred pound charge, equiv- 
alent to eight hundred pounds of 
powder, can be thrown a mile and a 
half, and the five hundred pound 
charge, equal in charge to two thou- 
sand pounds of powder,can be thrown 
about a mile. 


It has been repeatedly demonstrated 
that the gun is remarkably accurate 
and effective if the range is known. 
In a bombardment the range can 
easily be found, and in that case 
shells could be landed inside a iort 
with perfect ease. 
Four or five of 
them have, in practice, 
been landed 
within a rectangle of fifty feet. The 
effect of such shells exploding inside a 
fort can be easily imagined. 


In countermining the gun has 
equally important uses. 
The shells 
may be thrown into a harbor and along 
a ship channel, at different distances, 
and being fitted with a delayed action 
fuze, which allows the shell to sink 
some distance before exploding, the 
shock will tend to destroy the enemy's 
mines and all tho electrical connec- 
tions used to fire them. 


Naval officers have admitted that a 
channel could be opened for a fleet in 
this manner at a point defended by 
mines which could not be removed or 
put out of action in any other manner.

A Droiith-Reglsting l*hint. 


The chief reason -why alfalfa hay 
will grow iu the short-grass country 
is that it has long roots. 
They have 
been known to strike twentj'-live feet 
deep for moisture. The plant will not 
thrive, therefore, in soil that is not 
open and deep. 
An ideal place for its 
growth is along the river bottoms in 
the western part of Kansas—land un- 
der which great lakes of "sheet water," 
miles upon miles in extent, ai*e found 
from ten to twenty-five feet below the 
surface. 
The roots of alfalfa readily 
push down to the water and drink 
when they need moisture, and the 
result is that the plant blossoms and 
in'oBjaers, and becomes a never-failing 
source of revenue to tho man AVIIO cul- 
tivates it. 
On the rolling uplands, 
where there is scarcely an average 
rainfall of twenty-five inches a year, 
the plant will live and produce hay 
nearly always. It makes good jjastur- 
uge under ordinary conditions there, 
and is almost certain every year to 
produce a iine crop of seed. 
All the 
uplands are fertile enough, the only 
trouble about making use of that fer- 
tility being the lack of moisture. Irri- 
gation has not yet succeeded in briug- 
jijg water in abundance to the assist- 
ance of the tiller of the soil in this 
region, and therefore only such a plant 
can live as has deep roots, and a jier- 
tinacity that even the hot winds of 
Kansas cannot shake,—Franklin Mat- 
thews, in Hari^er's Weekly. 


Queerest Town In XTngliind. 


The most curious town in England 
is Norwich. 
There is not a straight 
street, nor, in fact, a sti'aight house in 
the place; every part of it has the ap- 
pearance of having suffered from the 
'Visitation of an earthquake. 
Norwich 
is the centre of the salt industry in 
Cheshire, England, on nearly all sides 
of the town are big salt works, with 
their engines pumping hundreds of 
thousands of gallons of brine every 
week. 
At a depth of some 200 to 300 
feet are immense subteraunean lakes 
of brine, and as the contents of these 
are pumped and pumped away, the 
uiDper crust of earth is correspondingly 
weakened and the result is an occa- 
sional subsidence. These subsidences 
have a "pulling" effect on the nearest 
buildings,and they are drawn all ways 
and give the toAvn an extremely dis* 
sipated appearance.

A DEADLY BOOMERANG. 


A NEW YORKER WHO MAKES AND 
THROWS IT WITH 
PRECISION. 


He 1>Arnca the Si'crot From the Native» 
of'> Australia —The Quality of Wood 
Dnecl HHB Much to Do With the ¡Kx- 
eelleiice of This Very Strange Weapon» 
Oivilizocl people, especially of the 
English flpeaking races, pride them- 
aelvea upon their diacoveries in elec- 
tricity with 'which they now operate 
the guns of great ships of war, and 
they point with fear and trembling as 
well as satisfaction to the perfection 
in all sorts of dynamite bomba and 
explosives which they may, on occa- 
sion, use to kill peop'lo by the hun- 
<ireds; but with all their cleverness, 
aays the Detroit Free Press, they have 
never learned to make what a savage 
can fashion out of a crooked stick. 
It has been stated that there is noth- 
ing made of wood which a Yankee boy 
• cannot copy with the aid of his jack- 
knife, but the man who said thlit had 
probably never hoard of a boomeVang. 


Horace Baker of New York, who 
spent several years in Australia, and 
went "boomerang crazy,'* is said tobe 
the lirst white man who ever made 
boomerangs that would "go," and he 
' Jearned to mnke them by almost liv- 
ing with the savages and watching 
them as they sat whittling away at a 
piece of wood Avith their crude stone 
hatchets and sharp shells. 


Besides those which he has made 
himself, Mr. Baker has the largest 
collection of real Australian black 
man's boomerangs in this country. 
There are almost a hundred of them, 
and a queer lot they are. 
Some of 
them are haggled as if the savage had 
used his teeth to make them, yet as 
true to the boomerang principle as the 
perfectly carved specimens which dec- 
orate his walls. 
He keeps them hung 
up in<ilusters as some men have their 
guns and pistols arranged with a view 
to proud display before their friends. 
A few of these date away back to the 
time when Captain Cook landed on 
the coast of Australia. 


•'Why is it so diificult to make a 
boomerang?" said this connoisseur of 
the crooked stick. 
"Well, because it 
is so delicately balanced that the least 
divergence from the proper angle will 
alter its course in the air and prevent 
the perfect revolution which is neces- 
sary to its flight. 
When correctly 
made, a boomerang should balance ex- 
actly on a knife blade held at its cen- 
tre. 
if it doesn't balance, some more 
whittling must be done on the heavy 
end. 
That seems easy enough—to 
whittle a piece of curved wood into a 
flat shape so that the ends balance ex- 
actly—and if that were all there is to 
it, any boy could make one. 
The hard 
part of it is to cut the edges in such a 
way that they will strike the air at a 
certain angle in one part of the curve, 
and at another in another part, and so 
on until every line of both edges con^- 
tributes to the perfect revolution of 
the weapon. Then, when it is whirled, 
it has. two motions, the rotary one, 
which is a result of its shape, and tne 
forward one, given it in the throwing. 
It's a pity that the baseball players 
cannot •get onto' those black fellows' 
'curves,' 
A pitcher who could do it 
would make his fortune. 


"The quality of wood used has a 
great deal to do with the excellence 
of a boomerang. The Australian brave 
,will tramp miles to find a branch of 
the right shape, and a wood of the 
proper density. Gnarled trees are at a 
premium there, and the heaviest wood 
is the best. 
Our lignum vitoi corre- 
sponds the nearest to the tree they 
like best. 
The piece for the boomer- 
^^ ang is usually cut where a branch 
curves out from the tree trunk, for 
this is the most natural crook in the 
tree's formation. 


"In throwing a boomerang, the sav- 
age holds it by one end over his right 
shoulder,his body turned to the right, 
then without straightening the arm he 
whirls the body back to front position, 
bringing the weaiwn with the' arm 
still bent, with it, then suddenly lets 
go, straightening the arm at the elbow 
as he does so. 
This adds the force of 
the whole .body to the momentum of 
the weapon, instead of depending en- 
tirely upon that of the arm. 
It will 
go whirling around, keeping straight 
aheadfor a certain distance,then grad- 
fUally swerve to the left and at last re- 
turn to the thrower, 


"When a savage wants to kill or 
disable a kangaroo, he throws it so 
that it will strike the ground at a 
stated distance from him and then be- 
gin turning somersaults until it reaches 
the kangaroo, striking him even then 
with such force as to break a leg or 
kill him, if it strikes on the head. 


"Or suppose he sees a flock of 
ducliS swimming about on the river. 
He creeps up softly behind a clump of 
trees, throws his boomerang swirling 
ever the tree tops in a curved line 
which he can calculate as well as a civ- 
ilized gunner sights a straight one, 
and down comes the flying stick among 
the ducks flopping like a live thing, 
and killing or disabling everything 
within reach of 
its wooden Avings. 
It really looks very much like a bird 
in its flight through the air, 


"The savages have many different 
varieties of these weapons, 
The av- 
erage length is twenty-four or twentyr 
six inches. 
Such as these are used in 
hunting birds, rabbits and other small 
game, and none of them w*eigua over 


thr^e-quarters of a pound. 
There ar« 
immense hunting and war weapons 
which are as much as three feet long, 
but they are rarely used, and nobody 
has sufficient strength to throw them 
so that they will return,** 


A FOREST OF STONE* 


Mlffhtieit Stalaffmitos in the World- 
Found in a Cavern In Fraace. 


A mighty forest of stone has been 
discovered in the depths of a cave at 
Amans, in the Department of Lozere, 
'France, by the explorer, M. Martel, 
who tells marvelous tales of the result 
of his exploration. 
"A virgin forest 
of stalagmites," he calls it. 


M. Martel has long been known as 
a cave hunter, and there is hardly a 
cavern of any note in the 
that 


he has not entered. 
Many have been 
discovered by him, and many more 
that have been partially known have, 
for the first time, been threaded by 
him to their innermost recesses, with 
the result of wonderful discoveries, 
but now he boasts of the most wonder- 
ful l^nd in his burrowing career, 


F6v ages a deep natural pit, or 
"aven" as the French call it, has been 
known to exist at Amans, but nothing 
beyond its final apparent landing, at 
the depth of about six hundred feet, 
has been known until M. Martel en- 
tered it recently and made his startl- 
ing discoveries. 
The plain, unambi- 
tious people living about it had fre- 
quently hurled stones into its depths 
and listened to the dying echoes as 
they bounded from side to side of the 
rock walls, and now and then some 
spirit m^ore daring than the rest, ac- 
customed to climbing, had descended 
part way into the dark, yawning pit, 
but never far enough to learn what 
was beyond the apparent bottom. 


M. Martel had often heard of the 
Amans pit, but only recently deter- 
mined to explore its depth. 
Having 
provided himself with ropes, from 
hooked and shod staffs, lights and the 
other usual appliances, he began his 
descent amid ominous warnings from 
natives who had gathered to witness 
his temerity. 
Soon the apparent 
bottom 
was reached, without any 
startling discoveries being '^made, but 
on ascending a number of feet the ex- 
plorer found the entrance of a huge 
sloping hall, which he entered.. 
On 
approaching its further end, he was 
absolutely astonished at the scene 
which under the flickering light of his 
torches presented itself. 
He had be- 
fore seen acres of stalactites and 
stalagmites,but never such a gorgeous 
display of standing and pendent cones 
of alabaster like stone. 


There were the evidences of the 
work of centuries, where slowly flow- 
ing 
Avater had been forming fairy 
ai'chitecture out of carbonato of lime. 
To the explorer it appeared as though 
he was in a mighty forest of snowy 
pine and palm trees. 
Many of these 
"trees" reach to a height of two hun- 
dred'feet, and nearly meet the parent 
stalactites that are growing from the 
vaulted roof to join them. 
There are 
scores of such giant stalagmites, and 
many more smaller ones, from in- 
finitesimal 
newly 
formed 
cones, 
through all stages of growth that form 
a sliding scale from a single drop to 
the monsters whose tops pierce the 
stalactite roof that can be seen in 
glittering spots under the feeble rays 
of a torch. The scene presented forma 
magnificent cave splendor not known 
to exist elsewhere in the world.—New 
York Herald. 


The Curse of Wolves. 


It was hoped, and seemed to be 
true, that the wolves would follow the 
buffalo into oblivion, but they did not 
do what was expected of them. 
When 
the game was cleaned out of the West, 
the cattle came in and the wolves de- 
veloped a taste for beef just as the In- 
dian did—perforce. 


The cowmen fought them with rifle, 
trap, dog and poison, but lupus is a 
smart and tenacious animal, gradual- 
ly able to comprehend all these meth- 
ods, and to get out of their way. 


They take the calves first, and chen 
the.cows; but a band of wolves can 
pull down the biggest steer. 


The cattle made out to fight the 
smaller coyotes. 
On one big ranch I 
have seen a part of the cows stay 
with the smaller calves, while the 
other half went to water. 
But the 
range cattle never were able to cope 
with the big gray wolves. 
A rush of 
wolves into a band of cattle will send 
them off in a bawling rush, leaving 
one of their number a victim. 


It is quite disheartening to think 
that such a pest cannot be gotten rid 
of in this advanced day; but I am 
afraid the ,cattle interest will have to 
put some 
professional 
wolf-hunter 
cioAvn in tke profit and loss columns 
before it is done,—Frederick Reming-

DOCS IN HARNESS, 


Employment of Cantnefl a« Draa Animals 


in Europe. 


Dog-carls, not the elegAnt carriagos 
known in England and the United 
States by this technical name, but two- 
wheeled vehicles to which dogs are 
harnessed, are one of the features of 
Brussels, and are to be seen in other 
cities and towns in Belgium, Germany 
and Holland. Those who have visited 
Bclf^ium's capital will remember how 
often they saw in the streets and 
market-places of that busy city, cirrts 
with nlilk or produce drawn by the 
combined force of women and dogs. 
The dog is assuredly no mean com- 
panion. 
He tugs with might and 
main at his simple harness, not only 
willingly but anxious to do his full 
share. 
He rarely needs the whip to 
call forth his best efforts. A -word or 
a gesture is sufficient to induce him to 
exert io 
the utmost his muscular 
power. 


So extensively are dogs employed 
in this way, thai our state department 
has been at the pains to gather much 
information about their use as draft 
animals in Holland,Belgium and Ger- 
many. 
England has a law forbidding 
it, on the ground of the abuses it is 
believed to involve. 
Paris, Avithont 
any such prohibition, though a city 
where the economies of life are studied 
so successfully, makes but little use 
of dogs in the capacity of draft ani- 
mahn. 


Nowhere in the world, except pos- 
sibly among the Esquimos, are so 
many dogs put into the transportation 
business as in Belgium. 
In Brussels 
and suburbs more than 10,000 of them 
are thus employed. 
They have driven 
out the donkey altogether. 
They are 
hitched to carts in single, double, 
triple and even quadruple teams, the 
carts weighing from 50 to 150 pounds. 
They are used for all kinds of light 
work, by bakers butchers, 
washer- 
Avomen, marketmen and others. 
In 
most cities persons are not allowed to 
ride behind them; but the Belgian 
peasant, after he has sold his produce 
and reaches the city limits on his re- 
turn, allows his dog-team to draw him 
home. 
They do not seem to mind it 
at all that they have a load both ways, 
but trot along at a good speed toward 
home. 


The cart-dog is of no particular 
breed. 
He must be of good size and 
weight, of course, to be able to do 
his work satisfactorily; but nobody 
cares about his pedigree. He is easily 
trained, generally in company with 
jin older dog. 
He is first accustomed 
to harness and then allowed to prac- 
tice at pulling. 
The harness consists 
of a breast strap, girth and traces, with 
saddles and tug, if the dog is hitched 
ahead of the cart. 
The food, in ad- 
dition to the scraps that come from 
the family table, is a kind- of bread 
in which some coarse meat is included, 
milk and vegetables. 
The cost of 
their keep is, of course, very small in- 
deed. 


Dogs quickly fall injp the ways of 
business. 
They soon learn where to 
stop and how long, and in the ab- 
sence of their master or mistress de- 
fend the contents of the cart with the 
utmost vigilance and fidelity. They 
often have long hours and hard work, 
and some of them are drawn out of 
shape by hard pulling;. but they seem 
to like the life, and if left at home 
chained up utter most emphatic pro- 
tests. 
When the time comes to get 
ready they caper about and show, all 
the signs of joy which the most 
leisurely and aristocratic members of 
the canine race evince when the mas- 
ter ofters to take them for a run or a 
hunt. 


It is said that a team of dogs Avill 
take a light cart from Ghent to Brus- 
sels, or back again, a distance of 34 
miles, in three hours, while horses 
require four hours. 
Their endurance 
is great. 
They will draw a load from 
5 a. m, to 8 p, m., with brief inter- 
vals for rest without 
extraordinary 
fatigue. 
From 150 to 200 pounds is 
about the Ipad one dog can comfort- 
ably draw. 


The value of a dx'aft-dog ranges from 
$10 to $20 or more, according to size 
and age and other qualities. 
The 
Fleming seems to think" that if he has 
a dog he has a '*pull,"and in conse- 
quence there are few lazy dogs in Bel- 
gium.

The l>ellciite Mcchanlsm of the Nose 
— What Nusal Catarrh Is. 


There is no more prevalent disease 
than catarrh of the npse passages. 
The reason of this is not far to seek. 
It is mainly because the lining mem- 
brane is subjected to cold air, hot air, 
warm air, dust, and all the evil influ- 
ences the atmosphere can exert, and 
so after a time becomes chronically 
inflamed and thickened. 
But is all 
this a serious matter V To a certain 
extent—yes. 
The chief office, be it 
Ji,>ted, of the interior of the nose is 
to strain and warm the air before 
passing into the lungs. 
To do this 
work effectually there are 
situate 
within each nostril three sets of bones 
(covered with mucous membranes), 
which are rolled ujion themselves like 
porolls. 
Through these scrolls it is 
really that tlie air has to pass. 
By 
far more air is thus warmed and 
strained than would otherwise 
be 
possible. 


These bony scrolls are associated 
-with the sense of smell, and in some 


animals, such, for example, as the do^, 
they are much more elaborately de- 
veloped than in man, and thus we flud 
the sense of smell much keener in tht 
former. 
What is catarrh ? 


An inflammation of a mucous mem- 
brane, accompanied with more or less* 
discharge, is perhaps a good popular 
definition, fciometimos the discbarg« 
is mucous, and whitish or nearly col- 
orless ; and, again, it is purulent and 
yellowish, and 
sometimes 
streaked 
with blood. 
The condition known as 
catarrh is one in which the tissues be- 
come permeated with extraneous cells, 
and in which the tissue elements them- 
selves seem to have but one potential 
property, viz., that of dying. 


Catarrh of the noso passages may 
extend along the passages until it has 
produced catarrh of the throat. 
Ca- 
tarrh of the throat, in turn, it is al- 
leged, may extend downward till it 
causes bronchial or gastric disease, 
and even in the end consumption. 


The ease with w^hich catarrh may 
frequently bo cured renders it all the 
more remarkable that so many should 
be troubled with it so long, for wo 
have known it to last for many years. 
If an absolute cure is to bo effected, 
obviously the mucous membrane must 
be cleared of inflammatory deposits, 
when the thickening will quickly van- 
ish.—The Ledger.

When Scourinic Tins. 


Cake tins and strainers that are 
greasy should bo first washiftd in hot 
soda water and then scoured with a 
soapy flannel dipped into silver sand. 
When the surface is perfectly clean 
rinse in hot water and dry with aclpaa 
cloth. 
Afterward polish with a httle 
dry whiting and finish oft' with a 
leather. 
Dish covers will never take 
a good polish unless washed with hot 
soda water and soap 
first. 
For the 
corners and carved part use an old 
plate brush, - 


To Prepare Snot. 


To render suet for cooking purpos* 
es, cut it into small pieces while fresb 
and cover with cold water; let stand 
24: hours, changing the water onoo 
during the time; this removes the 
tallowy taste. Drain well and put the 
pieces into an iron kettle with a 
smooth bottom surface and add half a 
toacupful of milk to each pound of 
suet. 
Let cook very slowly at first 
and moderately throughout iintil the 
fat is clear and light brown and all 
sound of cooking has ceased. LonstMi 
the suet occasionally from the bottom 
of the kettle, but avoid stirring. 
Let 
stand until partly cold, then pour off 
into cups to become cold. 
This fat is 
as sweet and nice as butter ami can 
be used in the placo of butter fur 
cooking purposes. 
The fat in the 
**scraps" can be pressed out and used 
for frying. 
It is not, of course, quite 
as nice as the first. When making 
piecrust of suet roll the crust with a 
large, old-fashioned bottle filled with 
warm 
water. 
For 
mince, 
apple 
or pumpkin pies, which are warmed 
for the table, suet is a perfect short- 
ening, 
It is very nice for frying 
doughnuts if they are heated before 
being served.—Sarah E. Wilcox, in 
New England Homestead, 


Kitchen Kule«. 


The following measures of capacity 
may be found useful to hang in the 
kitchen for easy reference, says a 
writer in Good Housekeeping: 


Four even teaspoons of liquid equal 
one even tablespoonful. 


Three even teaspoonfuls of dry ma- 
terial equal one even tablespoonful. ^ 


Sixteen tablespoonfuls liquid equal 
one cupful. 


Twelve tablespoonfuls dry material 
equal one cupful. 


Two cupfuls equal one pint. 
Four cupfuls equal one quart. 
Four cupfuls flour equal one quart 
or one pound. 


Two cupfuls solid butter equal one 
pound. 


Two cupfuls granulated sugar equal 
rfne pound. 


Two and one-half cupfuls powdered 
sugar equal one pound. 


One pint milk or water equals one 
pound. 


One dozen eggs should weigh 11-2 
pounds. 


The following table of proportions 
is also valuable: 


One teaspoonful soda to one cupful 
molasses. 


One teaspoonful soda to one pint 
sour milk. 


Three teaspoonfuls baking powder 
to one quart flour. 


One-half cupful yeast or one-quar- 
ter cake compresijfed yeast to one pint 
liquid. 


One teaspoonful extract to one loaf 
plain cake. 


One teaspoonful salt to two quarts 
flour. 


One teaspoonful salt to one quart 
soup. 


One scant cupful of liquid to three 
full cupfuls of flour for muffins. 


One scant cupful of liquid to two 
full cupfuls of flour for batters. 


Four peppercorns, four cloves, one 
teaspoonful mixed herbs 
for each 
quart of water for soup stock. 


Keclpes. 


"Scalloped" Potatoes—Prepare in 
this proportion: 
Two cups of mashed 
potatoes, two tablespoonfuls of cream 
or milk, and one of melted butter; 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Stir the ¡po- 
tatoes, butter and cream together, 
adding one raw egg. 
If the potatoes 
seem too moist, beat in a few fine 
bread crumbs. 
Bake in a hot oven 
for ten minutes, taking care to have 
the top a rich brown. 


Light Soup—Put a can of peas (re- 
serving half a cupful), a small onion, 
one bay leaf, a sprig of parsley and 
teaspoonful of black popper in a small 
stewpan and simmer for half an hour. 
Mash and add three cupfuls of good 
stock and let boil up. 
Strain, add 
one teaspoonful of cornstarch 
dis- 
solved in a little cold water, one large 
teasi^oonful of butter, and boil for ten 
minutes. 
Add one cupful of rich 
milk, half a cupful of peas, salt to 
taste and serve. 


Fricasseeof Beans—Soak over night 
one cup of large dried lima beans; 
drain, put on the fire in one quart of 
salted (one tablespoonful) water and 
simmer for two hours, or until thor- 
oughly done, but not broken. 
When 
they are cooked, in another sauft-jmu 
put two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley and 
the juice of a lemon; when the butter 
has quite melted throw in the diuined 
beans, and lightly toss for a few mo- 
ments, 
Serve in a border of plain 
boiled rice, when rice is not served 
for luncheon.

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When the War Ends. 


Whelhcr the war with Spain is long 
^or brief, ils close will mark a signal 
change in the position of the United 
Slates among civilized nations. 


This is the first time in oiir history 
that we have entered into formal con^ 
flict with a continental power. 
Al- 
though Spain is a weak and backward 
country, 
even 
in 
comparison 
wiih 
Austria and Italy, she is still one of the 
great family of European powers, and 
•our victorv over her will have a dis- 
turbing effect on the financial and po^ 
litical relationships of the older world. 


Even though we do not send a ship 
or 9 soldier to Spanish waters, the na- 
tions of the Continent will be forced 
to realize, as they have not realized be- 
fore, the tremendous militant resources 
and the latent energy of this Republic. 
Electric cables and 
twenty-two-knot 
steamships have made the world very 
small in these days. 
We shall doubt- 
lessly adhear to our fixed policy of po- 
litical isolation and non interferei^ce 
in European affairs, after the last ves- 
tige of Spanish authority has been 
driven from Cuba. 
But this will not 
prevent foreign governments irom per- 
ceiving that on this side of the Atlantic 
a power of the first class has grown 
up—a giant, who, loving and seeking 
peace, is not afraid to make war when 
right and justice demand it, and whose 
'mandate regarding the concerns of the 
Western Hemisphere is not to be chal- 
•lenged lightly. 


Our war with Spain is not likely to 
'make us better loved abroad ; but it 
will make our strength respected by 
^Chancelleries whose course proves that 
they respect little else. 
That fact will 
tend to make the Monroe Doctrine 
unassailable. 
It will increase the se- 
•curity of American citizens in every 
^quarter of the globe. 


Honor to the South. 


There was an interesting, impressive 
and Significant event Friday at VVash- 
ington when Fitzhugh Lee and 
Wheeler were sworn in as major-gen- 
-erals of the Federal volunteers. 


Both ot these men are Southerners ; 
both are foremost among the few dis- 
tinguished survivors of the army officers 
of the Confederacy; both have been 
political opponents of the administra- 
tion now in power, but no other two 
Americans have been more anxious to 
fight to day for the cause ot their gov- 
ernment and of the whole republic. 


One of the happy results of this war 
will be the final obliteration oi every 
vestige of the sectionalism that out- 
lasted the war for the Union, and the 
splendid maniiestation of a truly na- 
tional spirit which the South has dis 
played, and of its eagerness to sustain 
the government at every point, means 
that a new era of national concord 
and unity has been begun. 


It is a blessing and an inspiration 
to see Lee and Wheeler now standing 
by the side of generals ot the war ior 
the Union and rivaling them only in 
the energy with which they may hence- 
forth defend the flag ol our reunited 
country. 


How the New War Taxes Will Af- 
fect Manufacturers of Cig^ars 
and Cigarettes. 


A number of cigar and 
cigarette 
manufacturers have been busy turning 
out an extra large advance product so 
as to be beforehand with (he govern- 
ment, and 
this 
product was being 
stamped and rushed into the hands of 
jobbers and retailers as rapidly as pos- 
sible; but not until last Saturday was 
the trade informed, that all this ad- 
vance stamping and selling would be 
of no avail—that the extra war tax 
would be levied upon goods in the 
hands of retailers and jobbers just the 
same as though they had never left the 
factory. 


Those who may be disposed to doubt 
the practibility ot such a pioceedmg 
are reminded that four years ago when 
the internal revenue tax on playing 
cards was raised the collectors followed 
•such merchandise and compelled re- 
tailers to make affidavit as to the play- 
ing cards in stock, whereupon stamps 
for the extra duty were supplied 
to 
them. 
Somethmg like this will doubt- 
less be done in the matter of collect- 
ing the extra lax on cigars, cigarettes 
and manufactured tobacco. 


Secretary Gage estimates that the 
war will cost ^25,000,000 a month. 
All the more reason for making it 
•brief and sharp. 


Another evidence of the patriotic 
feelmg at this lime is the fact that the 
iflag njanufacturers cannot keep up with 
the demand. 


The Gettysburg Trolley. 


Senator McMillan, the chairman of the 
Señalo District Cominittee, at Washing- 
ton> D. 0., gave a hearing ou Thursday 
afternoon to the persons interested or 
opposed to the building of the Washing- 
ton and Gettysburg road. 
The road will 
be built by Baltimore capital. A num- 
ber of business men who favored the 
road were present. Only two geutlenien 
appeared who were not satisfied with 
the present proposed route of the road 
into Washington. 
They were Messrs. 
P. R. McCormick and G. R. Lynch, both 
residents of Brookland, a suburb of 
Washin^rton, through which the road 
will pass» It was explained by the ad- 
vocates of the road that the route from 
the District line into Washington had 
been selected entirely by the District 
Commissioners, and that the projectors 
of the road had accepted iu advance any 
route which the District 
authorities 
should choose. 


Senator McMillan suggested that the 
hearing be adjourned over until the Dis- 
trict Commissioners could communicate 
to his committee their reasons for select- 
ing the route prescribed by them. 


A Saving. 


The subjoined table, prepared by Clerk 
to the Commissioners, E. P. Sachs, shows 
the temporary loans made and paid slncc 
1888, with the amount of discounts on 
same. It will be observed that in ten 
years the total is over twelve thousand 
dollars. 


The expenditure of much of this 
amount is due to the lateness in tax re- 
turns, and the Board this year sends out 
the duplicates two months earlier with 
the purpose of hastening the collection 
and thus saving the county a large por- 
tion of the money heretofore spent in 
discounts.

country, Decoration Day is observed 
only in the North, and Labor Day is a 
legal holiday in only about half of the 
States.

le&s than Kew England boasts, but 
. large enough, 
The customs of the 
country are against the strangor's 
ready realization of the fact. 
That is 
all tiie trouble. 
Nowhere there, even 
in Oaraoasj is there such a constant 
public beauty show as is to bo seen on 
the fashionable thoroughfares of all 
American cities. 
Yet there is no lack 
of pretty women. 
When the student 
has learned the conventional places 
and times for prosecuting his obser- 
vations he will have no reason to lo- 
meat a scarcity of subjects. 


Primarily there are the churches. 
All Venezuelan women go to church, 
not on Sundays only, but upon any 
day of the week. 
Indeed, some of 
them go every day, but they are de- 
votees, generally past middle age. 
Their chosen timo for church-going is 
early in the morning, but that is the 
loveliest part of the tropical day. 


One is impelled to wonder at first, 
what has become of all the middle- 
aged Venezuelan women.

It does not follow that they 
die soon. 
They seem simply to pass 
into a sort of grandmotherly condi- 
tion and remain there a long timo. 
One charm seems to be the common 
possession of Venezuelan 
women— 
beautiful eyes. 


Intelligent 
Venezuelans say that 
there are few of tho ¡^i^osent genera- 
tion in whom at least two distinct 
strains are not blended, and in most 
three or four are commingled. 
There 
is, however, much uniformity of color 
among ladies in good society, as one 
sees them in full street dress, either 
on the promenade or at special church 
services. 
They are all coldly white,- 
not tbe cler^r ligTit complexion that ut 
least makes pretence of being natural, 
but such a dead and solid white as one 
sees elsewhere only on a new'wall, or 
the face of a clown in a pantomime.

One good thing 
IS that they do not apply any injuri- 
ous nostrum with n load base to pro- 
3uce the desired effect, or swallow ar- 
tenic to clarify their complexions, but 
¡ust daub on a thick paste oí clean 
Imerican cornstarch and let it go at 
khat. 


Their common headdress is the man- 
'tilla of black silk lace. 
Drawn snugly 
»round the shapely head, with its deli- 
sate scallops, like,jetty curls dropping 
jver the brow, flying loose at the sides 
of the face, and i^erhaps just rereal- 
tng a little of the dainty ears, it is 
certainly the most bewitching head- 
dress invented for women, infinitely 
more charming than any jumble of 
feathers, artificial flowers and lace 
ever devised by a French milliner.

A tested recipe for horohoiind can* 
dies consists of pound of dried hore* 
hound leaves boiled in one quart ol 
water, cooled, and then boiled again 
for five minutes.

on the fire, and let it simmer until the 
quantity is reduced to four or five 
ounces. 
Add an ounce of gum Arabic, 
and when dissolved enough fine sugar to 
make a dough or paste, as for lozenges. 
Eoll out, and cut in small pieces with 
a perfectly clean thimble or a little 
cutter such as is used by confectiouora.

Strain a cupful of rich broth, aud add 
to it twice as much boiling water, put 
it on the range and cook slowly until 
it has absorbed all the.water, aud mix 
two raw eggs in a large cup "of hot 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of grated 
cheese, and a tablespoonful of butter, 
and pour to the rice; stir well to- 
gether, add a cupful of minced meat 
and ham, mix it all well, add salt suf- 
ficient to season it, and then turn in- 
to a buttered mould, cover and set tho 
dish into a drinpiug-pan of boiling 
water, and bake half an hour. 
When 
done, dip the mould in cold water, 
and turn upside down on a flat dish, 
and it will slix5 out of the mould easily. 


NORMAN SOUP. 


This is one of the best white soups 
that can be made, having also the 
merit of being economical. 
Put a 
knuckle of veal into four quarts of 
cold water with a quart of small hut- 
ton onions, and boil gently for two 
hours. 
Then cut up into it half a loaf 
of bread and cook for an hour and a 
half longer. 
Then take out the moat, 
scrape it all from the bone aud cut it 
fine, and press the broth, bread aud 
onions through a sieve. 
Then rub to- 
gether a tablespoonful of butter or 
oleomargarine, with two tablespoon- 
tuls of fiour until quite smooth, and 
stir this into a quart of milk placed on 
the stove and brought to the boiling 
point, but not allowed to boil. 
When 
the flour has been cooked in this, add 
it to the soup, put bi?.ck the pieces of 
meat, add salt and pepper to tnste and 
serve. 
Force-meat balls are very nice 
with thi.3 soup, —New York World.

IIÜMOR OF THE DAY. 


Eledrieal Tannin;;. 


In the Zeitschrift fuer Elektroc- 
hemiCvHerr Folsini* Estates that he has 
worked out an electrical method of 
tanning, which he considers is suit- 
able Tor both thin skins and heavy 
hides, and only requires three to six 
days. 
The tanning; pit contains 15,- 
OÜÜ litres. 
Electrodes of nickled cop- 
per are fixed to the walls of the pit, 
in which the hides are hung so that 
tho current has to jjass right through 
them, 
A current of twelve amperes 
with an e. m. f. of twelve volts is 
used. 
The color of the leather is not 
quite satisfactory when commercial 
unpurified extract is uf-ed. 
The au- 
thor lays stress on this, aud he him- 
self uses an oak extract (with a little 
hemlock extract 
added) 
which is 
cleared and decolorized by a special 
electrolytic process. 
When this is 
used he finds that the color is exceed- 
ingly good and bright. 
Light cow- 
hides were lound to require seventy- 
two hours, heavy cowhides five days, 
and heavy ox hides six days. 
The 
latter would require a year by the old 
process.

CntlANING FURNITURE. 


One reason why i^eople fail in clean- 
ing furniture coverings is that they 
are too economical in the use of 
naphtha. 
It must be literally poured 
on to be eiiective. 
Stqjiding in the 
breeze it will evaporate very quickly, 
and will 
destroy 
every vestige of 
motha. 
If the articles are to bo left 
in the house they may be wrapped in 
sheets, tightly pinned around them. 
This keeps a certain amount of the 
odor in tho furniture for a long time, 
and renders it doubly safe. 


It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized that no light of any kind must 
be taken into the rooms while the 
naphtha-cleaned 
articles, 
recently 
cleaned, are there. 
The inflammable 
nature of naphtha vapor makes it ex- 
ceedingly dangerous when 
broughb 
near a fiame. 


Cushions, carpets and wool draperies 
may safely bo cleaned in this way, and 
all that is necessary is to throw all 
draperies over a line in the yard,open 
the windows, remove the wrappings 
from the furniture, and let the breeze 
have full sweep through tho rooms 
for a day or two. 
Then there will be 
no offensive smell, and the furniture 
may be used with perfect safety so far 
as danger from fire is concerned.— 
Carpet and Upholstery Trade Review.

The 
pld-fashioned way of placing a piece 
of tissue paper over the jelly, cut the 
size of the receptacle, then sealing 
with letter or wrapping paper, will 
prevent spoiling.

The homing pigeon will play, here- 
after, an important part in the naval 
affairs of this nation. 
Upon tho en- 
durance of this bird, its speed and ac- 
curacv, will depend the victory or do- 
feat of tho great strategic moveinouts 
at sea, and, what i» scarcely 
of less 
importance, tho people on shore must 
rely on the pigeon to bring news of 
the approach of tho enemy's fleet, and 
tho result of som« groat 
sea 
fight. 
There are at present, according to the 
Philadelphia Times, six pigeon sta- 
tions along the coast, being situated 
in tho principal navy 
yards—Ports- 
mouth, N. H.; Boston 
Mas^, New- 
port, K. L , Brooklyn, N Y., Norfolk, 
Va., Key West, Fla , and Mare Island, 


Cai.' 


The pigeon 
cotcs are 
twelve by 
twelve feet iu size, two stories high 
and painted with red and white stripes 
to make them conspicuous from a long 
distance. 
Tho lower story is used for 
breeders only, with a largo aviary at- 
tached for their use during the warm 
weather; the upper story is fitted up 
with nesting boxes, drinking fountain, 
feeding hoppers and the trap, whoro 
the youngsters are given their first 
lesson when they are a month old, 
which consists of a series of drills to 
accustom them to passing through the 
bob wires iu the trap in the cote. 


These bob wires are thick wires sus- 
pended from a horizontal bar in the 
tou of the trap, and serve as a grating 
for it, and are so arranged that when a 
bird has once passed the bobs with a 
message it 
cannot escape until the 
person in charge removes 
and lets the bird into the cote. 
It is 
extremely important in tho training of 
pigeons for use in the navy that the 
birds should learn to enter the trap 
immediately upon their arrival with 
an important dispatch, pushing the 
wires aside readily in order to enter 
the trap, the wires falling back into 
place immediately upon the bird's en- 
triince. 
Until the bird masters this 
lesson it is useless as a messenger, as 
much valuable time would be lost in 
securing the message attached to the 
bird, unless it immediately enters the 
cage, where a sailor is waiting to re- 
lieve it of its charge. 


The next series of drills are intend- 
ed to develop 
the pigeons' 
staying 
powers in the air, to strengthen then- 
wings and to enable them to fly long 
distances without being overcome by 
exhaustion. 
This is done by means 
of a white flag attached to a long pole. 
By 
fluttering 
tliis among tho birds 
they are startled into a circling flight 
about the cote, which is kept up as 
Ion"- as the trainer sees 
fit. 
For two 
months the birds are drilled every 
morning in this manner. 
At the end 
of that time they are given their first 
"fly " 
The 
first 
journey is 
to a 
point several miles from the cote in a 
closed basket, where the birds are lib- 
erated. 
This 
successfully 
accom- 
plished, the distance is increased each 
flight. 
Whenever flown, a message, 
secured 
in 
an 
aluminum 
capsule, 
weighing eight grains, is attached to 
each bird's leg, and is secured imme- 
diately upon its arrival at the cote. 


After a course of training f'J';. 
months, with an averege of two flights 
per week up to 50 miles, they are put 
aboard ships in wicker baskets hold- 
ing one dozen birds each, and liber- 
ated at sea at a greater distance than 
they had been tossed previously. 
ft 
is a rule that the pigeons for use in 
the navy must, in training, be flown 
constantly over water in order to ac- 
custom them to it. 
The cotes are so 
arranged that when a pigeon returns 
it walks on a small treadle, 
thereby 
pressing a button which rings an elec- 
tric bell in the library of the receiv- 
intt ships at the respectiv» stations, 
thus announcing its arrival to the per- 
sons in charge of tho cote. 


The fact that the government has at 


l a s t been induced to make use of the 
picreon 1.» a message bearer from ships 
i t sea is attributed to the succes.s of 
the cote at Annapolis, Md.

How to Climb StKlrK. 


A physician who declares that but 
very few people know how to walk up 
stairs properly gives these 
instruc- 
tions: Usually a person will tread on 
th9 ball of his foot in taking each 
step 
Tbis is very tiresome and wear- 
ing on tho muscles, as it throws the 
entire suspended weight of the body 
on the muscles of the leg and feet. 
You should, in walking or climbing 
stairs, seek for the most equal distri- 
bution of the body's weight possible. 
In walking up stairs your feet should 
be placed squarely down dn the step, 
heel and all, and then tho work should 
be performed slowly and deliberately. 
In this way there is no strain upon 
any particular muscle, but each one is 
doing its duty in a natural manner. 
The mau who goes up stairs with a 
spring, you maybe sure is no philoso- 
pher, or, at least, his reasoning has 
not been directed to that subjcct. The 
doctor might have gone a little farther 
in tho same line and protested against 
the habit which many persons have of 
bending over half double when they 
ascend a flight of stairs. 
In exertion 
of this kind, when the heart is natu- 
rallv excited to more rapid action, it is 
desirable that the lungs should have 
full plav. 
But the crouching position 
interferes with their action, the blood 
is imperfectly aerated, and there is 
trouble right away. 
Give the lungs a 
chance to do their work everywhere 
and at all times. —Good Housekeeping.
